STRONG POSITION OF GAMBIER. 


The shortness of the visible supply of 
gambier is a matter of much comment, 
and the entire situation looks unusu- 
ally strong. According to the latest 
statistics, New York store stocks on 
January first were reduced to thirteen 
thousand bales, while Boston is cred- 
ited with only two hundred. To these 
must be added a cargo of four thou- 
sand and fifty bales on the steamer 
Anapa, from Singapore, now unload- 
ing in New York, and some five hun- 
dred bales on steamers due during the 
month, but as yet undeclared. The 
total supply for January is, therefore, 
estimated to be 17,750 bales. February 
steamers, so far as known, will bring 
two thousand five hundred bales, while 
the sailers Laghetto, Strathisla and 
Rose Innes, due at New York respec- 
tively in February, March and April, 
will bring eight thousand bales, five 
thousand five hundred and three thou- 
sand bales, or a total of 16,500, which, 
aded to three thousand bales on the 
Freeman for Boston, makes a total 
afloat of 22,500 bales, and a visible sup- 
ply of only 39,750 bales. The figures 
look particularly small when compared 
with those of last year. Then the sup- 
ply for January alone aggregated 56,490 
bales, and the deliveries during the 
same month were over twenty-eight 
thousand bales. Now, with only 17,750 
bales in sight available for January 
delivery, a line can be drawn upon the 
relative strength of the market position 
on the first of the years 1900 and 1901. 


The deliveries during December were 
§,363 bales, and the average monthly 
deliveries to consumers during the past 
_year were 12,282 bales. It would, there- 
fore, be fair to estimate the quantity 
required by consumers during the pres- 
ent month at in the neighborhood of 
twelve thousand bales, which. would 
bring the store stocks on February first 
down to probably five thousand or six 
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thousand bales, the smallest quantity 
in store on that date for many years. 


During the past three years there 
has been a falling off in the gambier 
shipments from Singapore, due to neg- 
lected cultivation, consequent to the 
unprecedentedly low ruling prices for 
a couple of years up to twelve months 
ago. When prices touch a level below 
three cents they seem to reach a point 
no longer profitable to the producer, 
and, as it takes some eighteen months 
for gambier to mature, it may be some 
time now before the supply will over- 
take the demand. The shipments from 
the primary market during the past 
three years were: 1898, 45,360 tons; 1899, 
41,806 tons, and 1900, 36,590 tons, show- 
ing a falling off of 8,770 tons since the 
first named year. 


In this market there has for some 
time been considerable short selling, 
and for a year or more it looks as 
though the bears must have had the 
worst of it, for the general course of 
the market has been upward. There 
are reports, however, that January 
shipments from Singapore will be 
heavy, and that two sailers are likely 
to get away, the Cambusdoon for Bos- 
ton with three hundred tons and the 
Johanna for New York with one thou- 
sand. These vessels, in all probabil- 
ity, will carry one-half of the gambier 
to be shipped in January, leaving a 
like quantity to be brought by steamer, 
but should shipments be even heavier 
the arrivals must be spread over from 
two to four months, so there is little 
chance of any glutting of the market. 


Though the statistical position is so 
strong, and the tendency is toward 
higher figures, holders of gambier to- 
day apptar to be moderate in their 
demands, and #were does not seem to be 
any concerted movement on foot either 
to get exclusive control of supplies or 
to force fictitious values. Small lots 
of steamer goods from Singapore ‘e- 
cently sold down to three eighty-five, 
but the sellers were unwilling to con- 
tinue. From three ninety to four cents 
seems to be the accepted market price, 
and, according’ to the opinion of oper- 
ators here, the basis of value repre- 
sented by these figures is likely to be 
undisturbed for some time, though a 
change, if it comes, will likely be up- 
ward, in view of light January sup- 
plies. Store stocks are selling all the 
way from four and one-quarter cents 
to four and five-eighths, according to 
quality and quantity. Of the four hun- 
dred tons on the Anapa, but one hun- 
dred tons remained unsold, and this lot 
is offered at four and one-eighth cents. 
The portion sold will go directly into 
consumers’ hands. 
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NITRATE OF SODA SITUATION. 


Reports from the primary markets 
have of late indicated advancing prices 
and during the past month the figures 
have been marked up seven pence on 
the West coast, but the local market 
has failed to respond, and offers to sell 
are made at about the same figures 
which have prevailed during the past 
few weeks. At present, however, small 
lots are obtainable at lower figures 
than would secure thousand bag lots, 
and it is asserted that this policy is 
being pursued for the purpose of de- 
pressing the market and enabling those 
pursuing this course to secure practi- 
cal control of the supplies. There is no 
fear of short supplies, as the visible 
supply to April 1 next is considerably 
larger than at this time last year, and 
as this is the season of small require- 
ments there is a possibility that there 
may later develop a pressure to sell, al- 
though by far the greater part of the 
nitrate on the way will be required for 
delivery on _ contracts. Taking the 
average monthly consumption, the vis- 
ible supply to April 1 would just prove 
suflicient, but demand being light this 
amount may, and is by some regarded 
as certain to prove more than will be 
required. In that case the higher 
prices talked of will not materialize, 
but, of course, it is uncertain what may 
develop during the three months, and 
large consumers are therefore disposed 
to watch the situation and take ad- 
vantage of every favorable opportun- 
ity, with little fear of the immediate 


future. 
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THE PETROLEUM FIELDS IN 
DECEMBER. 


A summary of the operations during 
the month of December in the various 
petroleum producing States makes 
clear, if confirmatory evidence were 
needed, the cause for the recent ad- 
vances in the price of the product. Un- 
favorable features are reported in 
every department of development work 
and there is shown a decrease in new 
production as compared with the month 
preceding, and an increase in the num- 
ber of failures to find oil. The con- 
ditions in the producing fields have 
never before presented so many dis- 
couraging features to those who hoped 
for increased production, while for the 
producer there is both encouragement 
and discouragement to further active 
search in the situation; encouragement 
in the high prices realized for the 
product and consequently greater gain 
if a fair producer rewards his efforts, 
and discouragement in the lower aver- 
age production of the new wells and 
the greater percentage of dry holes 
found. The prospects now appear to 
favor the expectation of a steadily ad- 
vancing market, as the statistical sit- 
uation is gaining strength with the de- 
cline in production. There is little 
prospect of increased new production 
during the next three months, as the 
new work under way shows a large 
decrease, while the conditions during 
winter are unfavorable to active field 
work. 


The total number of wells completed 
during the month of December in the 
principal producing States was 1,147, 
showing a decrease of ninety, as com- 
pared with the number completed dur- 
ing November. The daily production 
of these wells at the close of the month 
was 17,864 barrels, showing a decrease 
of 3,166 barrels. There was, notwith- 
standing the decrease in the number of 
wells drilled, an increase of eleven in 
the number of failures to find oil. This 
brought the average production of the 
December wells down to fifteen and 
one-half barrels. This certainly does 
not insure extravagant returns as the 
average result. The number of wells 
drilling at the close of the month was 
1,052, showing a decrease of ninety. 
The number of rigs in course of erec- 
tion was 550, showing a decrease of 120 
and making the total decrease in new 
work under way 210 wells. 
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CRUDE DRUGS IN 1900. 


In the following paragraphs we 
briefly review some of the more in- 
teresting and important price changes 
and the market conditions which oc- 
curred in the crude drug market dur- 
ing the year just closed. It will be no- 
ticed that the price changes have been 
due, almost in every instance, to the 
laws of supply and demand and that 
the instances where speculation has 
influenced market values have been 
few. The stocks of crude drugs, con- 
sidering them as a whole, carried over 
to the 1900 crop year, were unusually 
small, due to the excellent demand 
which prevailed during 1899 and to 
small crops in many instances. The 
1900 crops were, as a whole, below the 
average, in several cases being classed 
as failures. These conditions may be 
takén as indicating generally higher 
prices before the 1901 crops become 
available, as the present visible sup- 
plies of many crude drugs are not ex- 
pected to prove sufficient to meet regu- 
lar consumptive requirements. 


Senega root was quoted at forty- 
eight cents in January, 1900, due to the 
small supply in sight. The high prices 
induced active digging in the North- 
west, and early in the season, when 
indications pointed t6 a large crop, 
prices declined until there were sales 
at twenty-eight cents. The heavy re- 
ceipts and the scarcity of orders 
caused dealers in the Northwest to re- 
duce their offers to the diggers, with 
the result that the gatherers began to 
pursue other occupations. This action 
on the part of dealers curtailed the 
quantity marketed to such an extent 
that they again advanced their offers 
to the diggers, but in the meantime it 
began to rain steadily throughout Min- 
nesota and the Northwest generally, 
and continued to rain steadily during 


practically all of September and part 
of October, leaving the ground in such 
a condition that digging was practi- 
cally impossible for a long time, and 
when frost came digging was entirely 
given up for the season. Thus what 
first promised to be a large crop turned 
out much smaller than expected, and 
prices have substantially advanced to 
about forty-four cents a pound, which 
was still about four cents under the 
quotation at the beginning of the year. 

Golden seal root has occupied a po- 
sition somewhat similar to senega. The 
year opened with holders asking from 
sixty to sixty-five cents, as to quality. 
As the season for new root arrived 
prices eased off until there were offers 
from the country at forty-three, forty- 
four and forty-five cents, freight paid. 
The market soon began to show a 
firmer tone, however, as the crop 
proved smaller than was expected and 
the export demand became quite ac- 
tive. The year closed with all holders 
firm in their views at fifty-seven and 
fifty-eight cents. 

Gum assafoetida attracted consider- 
able attention during the latter part of 
the year, owing to the scarcity of sup- 
plies in this country and also to the 
searcity of such grades in foreign and 
primary markets as would meet the 
Treasury Department regulations in 
this country. Last January the range 
of prices in this market was from six- 
teen to twenty-two cents, as to qual- 
ity, while to-day nothing can be had 
under twenty-five cents, and up to 
forty cents is asked by some holders 
for choice qualities. It is understood 
that a determined effort will shortly 
be made to secure a repeal, or at least 
a modification, of the department’s 
regulations. The mucilaginous gums 
ruled steady throughout the greater 
part of the year, but toward the close 
took on a firmer tone, as supplies be- 
came somewhat reduced. The better 
qualities showed the greater firmness, 
and the higher grades of tragacanth 
particularly. Kino declined from ninety 
to forty cents, but later became firmer 
at forty-tive to fifty cents, as to qual- 
ity. The decline was due to heavy 
stocks in all markets. 

Buchu leaves advanced fully fifty per 
cent, during the last half of the year, 
due to the short supply. Receipts have 
been practically nil of late, but new 
crop will be due the latter part of Jan- 
uary. Coca leaves have advanced con- 
siderably during the last six months, 
because of the insufficiency of the 
supply. It is stated that shipments 
from the countries of export will prob- 
ably continue small for some time to 
come, as an insurrection, which is now 
prevailing ‘n those countries, will tend 
to prevent transportation from the in- 
terior. 

The tota* advance in cannabis indica 
was from sixteen and eighteen cents 
to forty-five and fifty cents, as to qual- 
ity. The advance was due to an export 
ecuty which is now levied by the In- 
dian Government. We discussed the 
effects of this duty editorially in the 
Reporter of December 24, 1900. 

There was a good crop of German 
dandelion root, and prime quality is 
now readily obtainable at seven and 
one-half cents, where nine and one- 
half cents was demanded a year ago. 
Rio ipecac root was quoted at $3.45 
last January, and was weak at $2.60 
in December. The decline seems to 
have been due to a lack of demand and 
liberal supplies, particularly in Lon- 
don. The fact that the Treasury De- 
partment has signalized its intentions 
to admit all Carthagena root that 
meets the required test has also had a 
tendency to create an easier feeling for 
Rio, In orris root the principal fea- 
ture has been the formation of two 
syndicates, one to control the crop and 
sale of Florentine and the other to 
control Verona. The purpose of these 
two syndicates was naturally to ad- 
vance prices after the market was un- 
der control. Thus far, however, the 
movement cannot be termed a success. 
The Florentine syndicate has met with 
the better success, but has nut suc- 
ceeded in advancing values to any ex- 
tent as yet. The Verona syndicate has 
been practically a failure, owing to its 
inability to control the crop, for, the 
Verona quality being wild, as soon. as 
there were prospects of higher prices 





the gatherers were induced to increase 
their efforts. On the other hand, the 
production of Florentine qualities was 
more easily curtailed, owing to che 
fact that it is cultivated and the vari- 
ous growers are in the syndicate. 

Grains of paradise occupied a very 
interesting position for a time, and 
fluctuated violently. The ruling quota- 
tion last January was from fourteen to 
sixteen cents, while in April the spot 
quotation was sixty and_ sixty-five 
cents. These high prices were induced 
by the exhaustion of all supplies im- 
mediately available, but was of short 
duration, and during the fall months 
goods were offered in this market at 
ten cents. 
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BALSAMS, BARKS, BERRIES AND 
FLOWERS IN 1900 


In the following paragraphs 
briefly review the more important 
price changes and the principal influ- 
ences which were at work in the mar- 
ket for balsams, barks, berries and 
flowers during 1900. The general intro- 
duction to the preceeding editorial ap- 
plies as well to the various crude drugs 
mentioned below:— 

Canada fir balsam was quoted at $2.25 
a gallon during the first half of the 
year and declined fifteen cents in July 
because of a small demand. The 
decline was of short duration, however, 
as stocks here were small, and when 
dealers endeavored to obtain’ their 
usual supply at primary points, it sud- 
denly developed that only limited 
quantities were available. Prices, 
therefore, began to move upwards, and 
the ruling quotation at the close was 
$2.80 a gallon in barrel lots. Still high- 
er prices are generally expected before 
long. Peru balsam declined from 
$1.55 to $1.30 during the course of 
the year, due to an ample supply and 
a very tame demand. Tolu occupied 
a similar position, the decline being 
from twenty-nine and thirty-two cents 
to twenty-six and twenty-eight cents. 
Oregon fir has been in ample supply 
and rather poor demand, and the in- 
side quotation has declined from nine- 
ty-five cents to eighty cents a gallon. 
Central American copaiba has ruled 
without any important change, but at 
the close of the year was firm in tone 
because of a scarcity in all markets. 

In the list of barks there are few 

features worthy of special mention. 
Cascata sagrada is quoted a trifle lower 
than it was a year ago, but demand of 
late has been by no means active, and 
as stocks are quite liberal, holders are 
willing sellers. Advices from the coast 
have rather a strengthening influence, 
as holders there are firmer in_ their 
views. It is generally conceded that 
the cost of gathering the bark becomes 
greater with each succeeding year, as 
the gatherers are compelled to go 
further and further in the moun- 
tains, as it becomes exhausted 
nearer the towns and shipping 
points. Eventually higher prices 
may be expected. The better qualities 
of sassafras bark are undoubtedly 
scarce this year. The lower qualities 
are not over plentiful, but are neg- 
lected. The range of prices last Jan- 
uary was from ten to ten and one-half 
cents, as to quality, while the range to- 
“day is from eight to twelve cents. Con- 
dorango bark was quoted at fifteen and 
seventeen cents last April, while 
twenty-eight and thirty cents is de- 
manded to-day. The advance is wholly 
attributed to the small crop. 

In the list of berries there have been 
several violent fluctuations. Cubeb 
ruled quiet and featureless at from six 
to eight cents during the first half of 
the year, but in June an upward move- 
ment set in and by September 1 quota- 
tions had advanced to fourteen and 
sixteen cents, as to quality. The sud- 
den upward movement was due to re- 
ports from Java to the effect that there 
would be scarcely any crop. Singapore 
advices reported that only small stocks 
were held there and that prices were 
advancing. Since September the mar- 
ket has ruled very quiet, but the de- 
clines amount to but four cents and 
the available supply is well controlled, 
and any increase in demand would im- 
mediately tend to advance prices. The 
crop of juniper berries was small and 
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prices are consequently higher than a 
year ago. The advance amounts to 
about twenty-five per cent. The crop 
of prickly ask berries was evidently a 
failure, as inquiries sent by drug houses 
of supply have 

any response. 


to all former sources 
failed to bring forth 
Prices are nominally quoted at seven- 
ty-five cents, while from ten to fifteen 
cents, as to quality, was quoted a year 
ago. 
The 
and insect flowers were 
the average, but the manket, in each 
instance, has ruled very steady. Valen- 
cia saffron has ruled quiet and has de- 
clined about two dollars a pound since 
last January. American saffron ruled 
very dull and featureless during nearly 
the whole year, but lately has become 
rather excited, as stocks are very small, 
both here and in primary markets, and 
there has been an effort to corner the 
visible supply. Higher prices are ex- 
pected. The crop of arnica flowers was 
small and the market is in a decidedly 
strong position, though thus far the 
quotable advance has been slight.

This means unlimited 
assessments so long as the surplus 
fund is below $750,000, and accordingly 
it will be necesary to call assessments 
for the fourteen deaths which have ta- 
ken place in the membership of the 
exchange since the last assessment, 


The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals has handed down a decision 
sustaining the decision of the lower 
court denying a petition for a receiver 
for the National Linseed Oil Co. The 
suit was brought in 1898 by James Clark 

“and others,” owners of 4,600 shares 
out of a total of 180,000 shares of stock 
of the so-called trust. The petition for 
a receivership alleged negligence and 
bad management on the part of the 
directors and officers of the company, 
by which, it was alleged, the assets of 
the company, consisting of over forty 
mills in various parts of the country 
and valued at $7,000,000, were dissi- 
pated. Judge Grosscup, in rendering 
the decision affirming the action of the 
lower court, said it was apparently the 
plain purpose of those bringing the suit 
to get control, through a receivership, 
of the company’s right of action 
against the directors, so that suit could 
be prosecuted in the name of the com- 
pany and at its expense.

The High School Oil Company has 
drilled in a 300-barrel oil well on the 
James Goodin farm, three miles west 
of Montpelier, Ind. This company is 
composed of teachers in the Montpelier 
High School. The oil flowed over the 
derrick for a time and went to waste. 


Edens Bros., extensive cattle feeders 
at Corsicana, Tex., have lost quite a 
number of cattle by death at their 
feed pens on Post Oak Creek north of 
the city. The death of the cattle, it 
is said, was caused by their drinking 
water from the creek which runs 
through the pens, and on the surface 
of which there had accumulated crude 
oil from a tank above the pens, The 
tank was shot into and the oil leaked 
through the bullet holes and ran 
through the creek and was floated to 
the cattle pens, J 
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In Ritchie county, the Carter Oil 
Co.s No. 1, on the Lee Prunty farm 
and No, 3 Martin heirs are making 105 
and 110 barrels a day respectively. 
These are two of the best producers, 
including the M. G. Zinn No, 3, that 
have been completed in this territory 
in the past month. 


J. M. Guffey & Co.’s No. 1 on the 
James Mullady farm, located one mile 
northeast of Copley No. 1, has in- 
creased its production to 300 barrels a 
day. This is somewhat of a surprise 
since it showed nothing but a very 
strong gas pressure when drilled in, 
more than a month ago, 


On the Ohio side, near Graysville, 
Monroe county, the Fisher Oil Co. has 
ccmpleted a test well on the Mark Joy 
farm and has a show for a 45-barrel 
producer in the Big Injun sand. Lei- 
decker, Rogers & Co.’s test on the W. 
J. Getchell farm is in the Keener and 
showing for 20 barrels a day. 


In the Sand Fork district, in Lewis 
county, J. M. Guffey & Co, and the 
South Penn Oil Co. have completed 
their No. 4 on the Turner farm, and 
will have a 15-barrel pumper. The lo- 
cation of this well is 800 feet north of 
No. 2, on the same farm. The loca- 
tion is clearly within defined limits. 


The oil fields in Southeast Texas are 
to be developed on an extensive scale, 
A number of investors who are famil- 
iar with the oil business have obtained 
leases on prospective oil lands in 
Chambers, Jefferson and other coun- 
ties of that section, and many wells 
will be drilled within the next few 
months. 


In the northeast extension of the 
Wolf Summit field, in Harrison county, 
the South Penn Oil Co. has completed 
a test well on the Edward Titro farm 
and has a very light producer. In the 
lower end of the same development 
the South Penn has completed No. 8 
on the W. B. Carpenter farm and has 
a 75-barrel producer. 


On Richwood run the Kanawha Oil 
Company has completed and shot its 
No, 77 on the John Mills tract and has 
a producer good for 125 barrels a day. 
No, 3¢ on the same tract, has been shot 
and is making 140 barrels a day. No 
79 has been drilled into the Big Injun 
sand and is making 60 barrels a day 
from that formation. 


In the Pine Grove district, the South 
Penn Oil Co. has drilled in a test well 
on the Zue Luntz farm. The well will 
make a producer after it has been shot. 
In the same development the South 
Penn has completed its No, 14 on the 
Helen Jamison farm, and has a pro- 
ducer. Some of the old producers in 
this district are good sprayers, 


The gauges of the wells in the 
Sand Fork pool, in Lewis county, for 
24 hours were as follows: Copley 
heirs’ No, 1, 308 barrels; No. 2, 15 bar- 
rels; John Copley No. 1, 15 barrels; 
No. 3, 90 barrels; Turner Nos, 1 and 
2, 310 barrels; Mullady Nos. 1 and 2, 
400 barrels; Bohan No. 1, 25 barrels 
and McCray No. 1, 20 barrels. Total, 
1,183 barrels. 


Greene county reports a new strike, 
located in territory partly defined, It 
lies two miles northeast of the Emma 
Woods No. 1, in the Bristoria devel- 
opment, and is located on the W. T. 
Grimes farm. The well when drilled 
into the sand started to flow and was 
making 10 barrels an hour at last ac- 
counts. The well is somewhat in ad- 
vance of developments in the direction 
named. 


In the Marietta district, in South- 
eastern Ohio, Buckley & Biszantz have 
completed their No. 14 on the Rey- 
nolds farm and will have a five-barrel 
pumper in the Cow Run sand. Ruis- 
son & Shedd have completed No, 2 
on the Hanna farm and will have a 
small producer in the stray above the 
salt sand, The Hazelwood Oil Co.’s 
No. 5 on the Cove farm is a light pro- 
ducer from the Cow Run sand, Duff 
& Smith’s No. 2 Walsh has been com- 
pleted and will make a 10-barrel pro- 
ducer from the same sand, 


Judge Fitzgerald of the Superior 
Court at Los Angeles, Cal., has de- 
cided a case of interest to oil opera- 
tors. Dr. W. P. Book and others 
leased a tract of land from Miss §. 
McG. Isom, the lease containing no 
reference to oil, The owner resided in 
the East and was not aware that her 
property was in the oil territory, The 
lessee drilled several wells on the land 
and found a good supply of oil. Miss 
Isom discovered the use that was be- 
ing made of her land and brought suit 
for damages, the verdict being in her 
favor, 
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Quinine Auction at Batavia. 


Vice-Consul Rairden writes from Ba- 
tavia that the sixth public auction sale 
of quinine was held at the Merchants’ 
Exchange on October 31, 1900, and the 
following were the prices realized:— 

(1) Editio I., consisting of 3,175.2 kil- 
ograms (7,000 pounds) in lots of 2 cases 
containing 8 tins with 22.68 kilograms 
(65.02 pounds); sold at 23.45 and 24.60 
florins ($9.43 and $9.89) per kilogram 
(2.2046 pounds.) 

(2) Editio II., consisting of 750 kilo- 
grams (1,655 pounds) in lots not less 
than 22.68 kilograms (50.2 pounds), and 
not above 25 kilograms (55.11 pounds) 
in weight, packing at purchaser’s op- 
tion; sold at 23.45 and 24.60 florins ($9.43 
and $9.89) per kilogram. 

The average price realized, 24.34 
florins ($9.78), equals the unit price of 
0.0992 florin (3.98 cents) for the bark at 
Amsterdam, 

(8) Editio III., consisting of 120 kilo- 
grams (264.5 pounds) in five lots of one 
case of 24 tins of 1 kilogram each (52.9 
pounds). Two lots were sold at 28 
florins ($11.26) per kilogram, but the re- 
maining three lots, not realizing the 
limit, were not sold. 

Although there were few buyers and 
the bidding was slow, says Mr. Rair- 
den, fair prices were realized.

The Free Alcohol Claims Bill. 


Washington, Jan, 4, 1901. 

The legislative committee of manu- 
facturers representing the claimants 
who used alcohol under Section 61 of 
the Wilson tariff act have finally for- 
mulated their plan of action at the 
ieee session, and will begin work at 
once. Their purpose is to have the bill, 
ich has heretofore rested on the 


docket of the House Committee on 
Ways and Means, presented in the 
Finance Committe: as an amendment 


to the war revcnue reduction bill which 
is now before that committee and 
which will probably be reported to the 
Senate before the end of the present 
month, 

There are excellent reasons for be- 
lieving that this program is the most 
promising that could be adopted at a 
short session. It goes without saying 
that unless the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee is willing to act favorably upon 
the free alcohol claims bill it stands no 
show of passage, no matter what tac- 
tics may be employed. It is also true 
that it would be difficult at a short 
session to secure a favorable report 
upon an independent measure for the 
reason that the Finance Committee is 
always reluctant to act upon such 
measures, preferring to group them as 
amendments to general bills. It is 
also an open question as to whether 
any Senate Committee can originate 
legislation affecting the revenues ex- 
cept in the way of amendment to House 
revenue bills. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that by bringing the free alcohol 
claims forward as an amendment to 
the war revenue reduction act a num- 
ber of dangerous parliamentary pitfalls 
are avoided. It is also a fact that fail- 
ure to have the bill attached as an 
amendment to the war revenue reduc- 
tion act would not be as severe a blow 
to the measure as if it should be de- 
feated by a direct vote as an inde- 
pendent measure, for the reason that 
many amendments are rejected because 
of the fear of overloading a general 
bill and without reference to their 
merits. In outlining the work to be 
accomplished the legislative committee 
have drafted the following letter, which 
will be forwarded to the manufacturers 
whose claims are now on file:— 

“Since the reassembling of Congress this 
committee has been actively engaged in 
prosecuting its work on behalf of the bill 
relating to the claims arising under sec- 
tion 61 of the revenue act of 1894. As the 
result of conferences with various mem- 
bers of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives we have learned that there is 
a strong sentiment in Congress in favor 
of the bill, and we have therefore decided 
to make a determined effort to secure ac- 
tion on it during the present session of 
Congre ss. 

“It having developed during the pre- 
vious session of Congress that the only ob- 
jection to the enactment of the bill was 
based on a question as to the equity in the 
claims for rebate, we undertook to se- 
cure from the manufacturers interested 
statements showing the facts as to the 
losses sustained by them through the Gov- 
ernment’s failure to execute section 61. 
During the past summer we have pro- 
cured letters setting forth unquestionable 
equities in their claims from manuf °tur- 
ers representing five-sixths of au the 
valid claims arising under that law, and 
have filed these letters with the Senate 
Committee on Finance. These letters 
prove beyond question that by reason of 
the enactment of section 61 and Secretary 
Carlisle’s failure to comply with its prov 
sions, a serious injury was done to a 
large number of manufacturers, and that 








the demands for legislation remedying this 
wrong is based on the clearest considera- 
tion of justice and good faith from the 
Government to its citizens. , 

“As you are aware a bill providing for 
the reduction of the war revenue taxes 
is now pending in the Senate, and is under 
consideration by the Senate Committee 
on Finance. It is our intention to _en- 
deavor to have the bill relating to Sec- 
tion 61 incorporated with the war rev- 
enue reduction measure. A special reason 
why Senate bill 2283 should be added to 
the revenue reduction bill is found in the 
report accompanying that bill submitted 
by the Hon. Sereno E. Payne, Chairman 
of the Committee on Ways and Means. 
In the paragraph of the report recom- 
mending the repeal of the special stamp 
tax on proprietary articles, Mr. Payne 
says: 

“‘*There has. been’ greater. protest 
against the enforcement of this tax than 
any other in the whole law. It would ap- 
pear that the tax was greater in severity 
than Congress had anticipated when the 
law was enacted. Whiie the per cent. of 
taxation is small upon the retail price 
of the article sold, it has fallen upon the 
manufacturer to a large degree and has 
been in the aggregate a large percentage 
of taxation upon the wholesale _ price. 
Then, again, many of those articles are 
composed largely of alcohol, upon which 
the tax aggregates about 1,100 per cent. 
of its value.”’ 

Another important movement of 
great interest to manufacturers using 
alcohol is now on foot, having for its 
object the amendment of the Dingley 
act so as to provide for the allowance 
of a drawback of the internal revenue 
tax paid on alcohol used in the manu- 
facture of articles exported from the 
United States. A memorial addressed 
to the Ways and Means Committee re- 
questing the prompt enactment of the 
desired legislation has been prepared 
by Messrs. Allen, Comstock & Co., and 
signed by H. R. Wampole & Co., of 
Philadelphia; C. I, Hood & Co., and the 
J. C. Ayer Co., of Lowell, Mass.; the 
Wells & Richardson Co., of Burlington, 
Vt.; the Joseph Burnett Co., of Bos- 
ton; Lazelle, Dalley & Co., Radway & 
Co., of New York city; Johnson & Co., 
of Norwich, Conn.; and many others. 
This memorial is in part as follows: 


“The undersigned, manufacturers of, 
and having an export trade in, various 
articles of which alcohol is a constituent 
part, respectfully ask that Section 30 of 
the revenue act of July 2th, 1897, be 
amended so as to provide for the allow- 
ance of a drawback of the internal rev- 
enue tax paid on alcohol used in the 
manufacture of articles exported from the 
United States. 

“In support of the proposed amendment 
we would direct your attention to the fol- 
lowing facts regarding the conditions im- 
posed by existing laws respecting the ex- 
portation of alcohol free of tax: 

“First—The revenue act of July 24 im- 
poses a tax of $1.10 per proof gallon on 
domestic alcohol, equivalent to a tax of 
$2.05 per gallon for commercial alcohol 
testing 188 degrees proof. 

“Second—It having always been the es- 
tablished policy of this country to encour- 
age the export trade by exempting from 
taxation articles sold to foreign countries, 
the iaws relating to the taxation of do- 
mestic alcohol provide that it can be ex- 
ported without payment of the tax or 
with benefit of drawback if tax has been 
paid thereon. 

“The payment of drawback on domestic 
tax paid alcohol is, however, subject to 
the condition that it must be exported in 
the original ere ge which contained it 
at the time the tax was paid, consequent- 
ly this limitation precludes the payment 
of drawback on exported articles of do- 
mestic manufacture of which domestic 
tax paid alcohol is a component part. 

“Third—Section 30 of the Revenue Act 
of July 2%, 1897, provides for the payment 
of a drawback of 99 per cent. of the cus- 
toms duties assessed on imported mate- 
rials used in the manufacture of exported 
articles. For the purpose of carrying out 
the provisions of this law many general 
and special regulations have been from 
time to time issued by the Treasury De- 
partment, the requirements varying with 
the peculiar conditions of each article 
manufactured. Its provisions do not, how- 
ever, include domestic materials subject 
to internal revenue taxation, and there- 
fore those manufacturers producing arti- 
cles for the export trade, of which al- 
cohol is an ingredient, have found it nec- 
essary, in order that their European com- 
petitors may be met on an equal footing, 
to import foreign alcohol, paying thereon 
a customs duty of $4.23 per gallon of com. 
mercial alcohol, testing 188 degrees proof, 
which is refunded to them by authority 
of this law when the articles manufac- 
tured therefrom are exported. 

“Fourth-—-While the system of using for- 
eign alcoho/ with benefit of drawback has 
been generally adopted by manufacturers 
having an export trade in articles in 
which alcohol is an important material, 
there are a number of difficulties incident 
to its use which make it desirable that 
domestic alcohol should be used instead 
of the foreign product. The imported al- 
cohol, less the tax, costs more than tax 
free domestic alcohol and is frequently of 
an inferior quality. In the manufacture 
of many of our products a fine grade of 
alcohol is required, and this quality can- 
not be easily obtained from foreign 
sources. We are therefore unable to sell 
such products in foreign markets, whereas 
under a system of rebates of the tax on 
domestic alcohol we could develop a large 
export trade. The payment of a duty of 
$4.23 per gallon on the foreign alcohol 
locks up a large amount of capital, often 
for long periods. 

As the imported alcohol cannot be pur- 
chased in the quantities in which it is 
needed, the purchaser cannot take advan- 
tage of changes in the price. 

“Fifth—The great manufacturing coun- 
tries of England, Germany and France, 
our principal competitors in the markets 
of the world, give their manufacturers 
tax free alcohol for their export trade. 
The result of this policy has been to give 
those countries a great advantage over 
us in competing for foreign trade, so that 
it is practically impossible for us to sell 
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many lines of our goods for export. The 
competition for trade in all neutral mar- 
kets is so keen that the handicap of $2.06 
per gallon on the raw material used in 
making our goods effectually prevents us 
from meeting the prices quoted by our 
English, French and German rivals, While 
the American export trade in all other 
lines of industry has been enormously in- 
creased in recent years, we have been un- 
able to get our fair share of the foreign 
market for such goods as we manufac- 
ture. The fact that the policy of free al- 
cohol for use in manufacturing goods for 
export has been so long and so success- 
fully carried out in the countries referred 
to is convincing proof that it would bene- 
fit American industry. 

“Sixth—Trhe discriminations against do- 
mestic alcohol in favor of the foreign 
product deprive American distillers of a 
market for a large quantity of alcohol 
which we would buy from them if the law 
were amended as above suggested, This 
would give employment to American labor 
and create an increased demand for Amer. 
ican corn for distillng purposes, instead 
of, as now, compelling us to use the prod- 
uct of foreign labor and grain. 

“Seventh—To amend the tax laws 
as to permit us to use domestic alcohol in 
place of the foreign article would not 
cause the Government the loss of a sin- 
gle cent of revenue. Since foreign alco- 
hol is now used with benefit of drawback 
on the duties paid on it, no revenue is de- 
rived from the alcohol used in manufac- 
turing goods for the export trade. There 
can, therefore, be no objection to our re- 
quest from the standpoint that the pub- 
lic revenues would be decreased by the 
proposed change in the law. 

“Kighth—The provision of the internal 
revenue laws, under which alcohol can be 
used free of tax in manufacturing goods 
for export in bonded warehouses, have 
proved wholly inadequate as a means of 
giving us untaxed domestic alcohol in 
manufacturing for export. Among other 
objections to this system are the follow- 
ing:— : 

“(a)—Manufacturing operations in a 
bonded warehouse must be carried on in 
a customs district. This makes it prac- 
tically impossible for manufacturers hav- 
ing their factories or laboratories located 
in inland towns, where the customs offi- 
cials are not in a position to give the nec- 
essary facilities for withdrawal of our 
goods for export, to take advantage of the 
law. 

“(b)—The expenses of maintaining the 
bonded warehouses, including the salary 
of Government storekeeper or supervisor, 
must be borne by the manufacturer. The 
salary of such storekeeper at the princi- 
pal ports where manufacturing for export 
is carried on is in excess of $1,500 per 
year. 
“ “(o)—The law provides that none of the 
articles manufactured in such bonded 
warchouses can be sold for domestic con- 
sumption, but all such goods must be ex- 
ported, Very few manufacturers have a 
sufficiently large export trade to enable 
them to maintain two distinct factories or 
laboratories. 

“Complete proof of the inadequacy and 
impracticability of the bonded warehouse 
system is found in the fact that there are 
now only five firms in the entire country 
working under it. Several important man- 
ufacturing firms who at one time operated 
factories under this system were forced 
to abandon them, on account of the heavy 
expenses and other difficulties imposed by 
the regulations. 

“Regulations which would furnish effec- 
tive safeguards for the government, and 
at the same time give manufacturers 
every facility for securing the rebates on 
domestic alcohol used by them in manu- 
facturing for export could be provided by 
the adoption for this purpose of regula- 
tions similar to those under which a 
drawback on foreign alcohol is now paid, 
Under these regulations the government 
accepts as evidence that the customs tax 
of $2.25 per proof gallon has been paid on 
the foreign alcohol on which drawback is 
claimed, a certificate of importation from 
the collector of customs for the port at 
which the alcohol was imported, and a 
certificate from the importer that the 
specified alcohol was ~- delivered to the 
manufacturer of the goods on_ which 
drawback is claimed. This method of 
identifying the alcohol has been found to 
give ample protection to the Government. 

“In order to provide for the identifica- 
tion of domestic alcohol used in manufac- 
turing for export it would simply be nec- 
essary for the Treasury Department to 
prescribe regulations under which the col- 
lector of customs, at the port at which 
the drawback entry is made, would be au- 
thorized to accept as a basis for liquidat- 
ing claims for rebate on domestic alcohol 
a certificate from the collector of internal

tilled that the internal revenue tax has 
been paid on a certain quantity of alcohol 
and a certificate from the distiller or dis- 
tributing agent that the specified alcohol 
had been delivered to the manufacturer 
filing the claim for rebate. 

“The application of the principles gov- 


erning the payment of drawback of the | 
customs duties on imported alcohol to the | 


allowance of a rebate of the internal rev- 
enue tax on domestic alcohol will make 
the identification of the tax paid alcohol 
absolutely certain. We would submit that, 
as the proposed regulations deal only with 
the alcohol on which the internal revenue 
tax has been paid, the burden of proof 
as to the payment of the tax on a speci- 
fied quantity of alcohol. and the use of 
this alcohol in the manufacture of articles 
exported from the United States would 
be on the manufacturer claiming the re- 
bate. The Government would be amply 
protected by the requirement that all the 
facts in relation to the payment 
tax on the alcohol, the delivery of this al- 
cohol to the manufacturer, and the expor- 


tation of a specified quantity of the alco- | 
hol in the form of a manufactured prod- | 


uct should be clearly established before 
any payment of ‘rebates would be made. 
“It would seem a self evident proposi- 
tion that if no difficulty has been experi- 
enced in identifying foreign alcohol, on 
which the customs tax is $2.25 per proof 
gallon, so as to protect the Government, 
there could be no possibility of danger in 
providing for a similar system of rebates 
on domestic alcohol, on which the tax 
is only $1.10 per proof gallon. As each step 
in the distillation and sale of alcohol is 
carried on under the strict supervision of 
Government Officials, and as a record of 
the payment of the tax on each original 
; package of alcohol is kept by the Govern- 
ment, it will be an easy matter to verify 
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the statements made by manufacturers in 
connection with any claim for rebate. 

“In conclusion, we would submit that as 
the changes in the revenue laws herein 
suggested would be of great advantage 
to American industries using alcohol in 
manufacturing for the export trade, and 
since the operation of the law as amend- 
ed would involve no loss of revenue nor 
additional expense to the Government, 
the necessary legislation should be enact- 
ed at the present session of Congress. 

“In support of this memorial we give 
the following extract from the report to 
Congress by Senator O. H. Platt, of Con- 
necticut, and Representative Charles A. 
Russell, of the same State, made as mem- 
bers of the Joint Select Committee of 
Congress on Alcohol in the Manufactures 
and Arts: 

“In this connection we desire to ex- 
press our surprise that the use of foreign 
alcohol, free of tax, in the production of 
articles for export is allowed, while the 
domestic alcohol is taxed. There can be 
no reason given why this discrimination 
in favor of foreign alcohol and against 
our own product should exist. If any al- 
cohol is to be free from taxation when 
used in manufacturing, it certainly should 
be the domestic article. It is an unsound 
policy which encourages the use of a for- 
eign product at the expense of an equally 
good or better domestic product; but un- 
der our laws as they exist to-day, in this 
regard, this strange anomaly is presented; 
that it is possible for a manufacturer to 
buy domestic alcohol exported, reimport 
it, use it in the manufacture of articles 
for export free of any tax whatever, and 
yet must pay a tax of 1300 per cent. if he 
uses the same domestic product without 
having first exported and reimported it. 
If there is any danger that fraud will 
be perpetrated by the allowance of domes- 
tic tax free alcohol in the manufacture of 
urticles for export, that danger is precise- 
ly the same in case imported alcohol is 
used. If discrimination is to be prac- 
ticed as between foreign and domestic 
products, it would seem wiser to discrim- 
inate in our own favor. Whatever else 
may seem judicious in the way of legisla- 
tion to relieve our industries of the bur- 
den of this internal revenue tax upon al- 
cohol, persons manufacturing for export 
ought surely to have the same opportu- 
nity to use it untaxed that they now have 
to use foreign alcohol.’ ”’

Classification of Merchandise. 


Washington, Jan. 4, 1901. 

The detailed report@Y the recent con- 
ference of appraisers held in New York 
which has been received here covers a 
number of points of special interest to 
readers of the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter concerning the proper method 
of invoicing, and the correct classifi- 
cation of merchandise as determined at 
the conference. The general practice 
of the various ports is designed to fol- 
low approximately that adopted at New 
York, and where any lack of harmony 
in procedure exists the practice at New 
York is usually taken as the basis for 
agreement among the appraisers. Thus, 
the object for which the annual con- 
ferences are held is attained. 

Concerning the proper valuation of 
imported sheep dips, which was fully 
discussed by the conference, it ap- 
peared that a number of qualities were 
now being imported, the value depend- 
ing to a great extent upon the strength 
of the compound and the extent to 
which it may be diluted with water. 
It also appeared that manufacturers 
who formerly imported goods in highly 
concentrated forms were now bringing 
in more diluted products, which they 
invoiced at lower rates. It was the 
consensus of opinion that the analyses 
of sheep dips made at the various ports 
should be transmitted to other ports 
for the information of the appraising 
officers. 

The conference approved the action 
of the appraiser at Buffalo in passing 
bristles imported from Canada at 7% 
cents per pound when bunched and 
sorted. Such goods were frequently 
packed in large casks in such a man- 
ner as to make it a physical impossi- 
bility to take the goods out for the pur- 
pose of weighing th:o: in the condition 
when importea an such cases the 
practice was to weigh the entire cask 
and if the tare mark on the invoice was 
reasonable to accept it. 

The following memorandum was sub- 
Western port with a 
view to securing the opinion of the 
New York officials and a ruling by the 
conference :— 

“Ichthyol Ammonium.—This sample was 
once transmitted to the appraiser at New 
York, with a request to be informed as 
to the paragraph applicable thereto, and 
his reply was that it was free of duty 
under paragraph 626. This ichthyol is a 
paste, and, so far as can be ascertained 
here, is not commercially or otherwise 
known as oil. It is, therefore, respect- 
fully submitted that unless this mer- 
chandise is commercially known, or is 
actually an oil, it must be excluded from 
classification under paragraph 626, be- 
cause ichthyol mentioned in said para- 
graph 626 can be nothing else but an oil. 

“Inquiry here has developed the fact 
that there is no article known in trade 
and commerce as oil of ichthyol, or ich- 
thyol oil. The article in question has no 
characteristics of oils whatever. It is 
soluble in water, which no oilis. Ichthyol 
per se is obtained by the destructive 
distillation of a bituminous substance, 
which is then taken and digested with 
sulphuric acid, after which ammonium or 


sodium is added to neutralize the sul- 
phuric acid. Some of this ammonium or 


sodium remains and forms with the di- 
gested distillate a chemical compound. It 
is perhaps true that the provision in 
paragraph 626 for ichthyol oil was in- 
tended to cover the product of the dis- 
tillation of the bituminous substances 
from which ichthyol is made.’’ 


Replying to this inquiry the New 
York port submitted the following:— 


“It will be noted by reference to the 
United States Dispensatory, Eighteenth 
Edition (1899), page 1689, that this article 
is described as follows: 

** ‘Ichthyol. Ammonium  Sulphonate. 
C28H36S806(NH4)2. In the dry distillation 
of a bituminous mineral containing fossil 
fish a tarry product is obtained. On 
treating this with sulphuric acid, and 


subsequently neutralizing with sodium or 
carbonate, ichthyol is pro- 
e? 


ammonium 
cured. * * 

By an examination of this sample un- 
der consideration, it will be seen that it 
is not a paste, but is a tarry liquid prod- 
uct. Noting the formula for ichthyol, 
which is given following the chemical 
description of the same, it will be seen 
(NH4) indicated the action and the as- 
similiation of the amount which unites 
with the product. It is not an oil, and 
as for being specified in paragraph 626, 
which is the paragraph covering free oils, 
it will also be noted that ambergris, 
which is not an oil, is also specified un- 
der this same paragraph. This article is 
the ichthyol of commerce, and is the spe- 
cific substance so named and described 
in the United States Dispensatory. It is 
bought and sold as ichthyol, and, in the 
opinion of this office, can in no way be 
returned for duty as a chemical com- 
pound, when specifically named as free 
of duty.” 


This ruling was acceptable to the 
conference. Another interesting in- 
quiry submitted by the same port was 
accompanied by two samples (Nos. 12 
and 13), of merchandise invoiced as oil 
of mace, but unaccompanied by any 
aflidavits or other testimony that the 
goods were actually derived from mace. 
Sample No. 12 appeared to have been 
derived from nutmegs, while No. 13 
seemed to be the actual commercial oil 
of mace. If actually oil of mace the 
goods were entitled to free entry, but 
if derived from any other source would 
be dutiable at 25 per cent, ad valorem 
as an essential oil, according to the 
practice at the port submitting the in- 
quiry. The memorandum stated 
further:— v4 


“In all human probability the oil under 
Sample No. 12 is an oil of nutmeg. Nut- 
meg butter, or mace oil, is described in 
Spon's Encyclopedia of the Industrial 
Arts, Manufactures and Commercial 
Products, on pages 1396 and 1397, as ‘the 
fixed or fatty oil obtained from the nut- 
meg.’ ‘The fixed oil or butter is extract- 
ed from the refuse nuts by powdering, 
heating in a water bath and pressing 
while still hot. The yield is about 28 per 
cent. The fat is a solid, unctuous sub- 
stance, with an orange-brown color of 
varying intensity, and presenting a mot- 
tled appearance.’ It will be seen that 
this is an exact description of the mace 
oil covered by Sample No. 13. A descrip- 
tion of the essential oil is found on page 
1424 of the same author, under the head- 
ing of ‘Mace and Nutmeg Oils.’ The oil 
from mace is described as being ‘thin, 
yellowish, with a strong odor of mace 
and burning aromatic flavor,’ while the 
nutmeg oil is ‘thin, nearly colorless, with 
a strong odor and flavor of the seeds.’ 
It is hardly possible to tell them apart, 
but the description of nutmeg oil to the 
ordinarv mind would seem to apply more 
nearly to the goods in question than the 
description of the essential oil of mace. 

“These samples are submitted for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the 
action taken by this office is proper.”’ 


The following is the memorandum of 
the port of New York, which it will be 
noted differentiates carefully between 
the two products on the basis of their 
derivation:— 


“We find, on referring to ‘Descriptive 
Catalogue’ of essential oils and organic 
chemical preparations, comniled by 
Frederick B, Power, Ph. G., Ph. D., pub- 
lished by Fritsche Bros., New York, 
under the heading of ‘Oil of Nutmeg,’ 
the following description:— 

***Distilled from nutmeg, the seed of 
myristica fragrans, Houttuya (natural 
order of myristicaceae) deprived of its 
testa. is a thin, colorless or pale yellow 
liquid, having the characteristic odor of 
nutmeg, and a warm, spicy taste. It con- 
sists chiefly of pinene, dipentene, myristi- 
col and myristicin.’ 

“Under the heading of ‘Oil of Mace,’ 
essential, we find:— 

‘* ‘Distilled from the arillede of the seed 
of myristica fragrans, Houttuya (natural 
order of myristiceae), is a thin, colorless 
or pale yellow liquid, having an agree- 
able aromatic odor. It consists of pinene, 
dipentene, myristicol and myristicin.’ 

“It is seen that the description of the 
two oils does not differ at all and the 
same components are assigned to both. 
Commercially, it is known that the bulk 
of the oil, whether called mace or nut- 
meg, is really the same thing, and is 
made from unsound and refuse nutmegs 
collected principally in Amsterdam and 
Rotterdam. Very little, in all probability, 
is made from mace itself. 

“The express oil or fatty butter is com- 
mercially known as oil of mace ex- 
pressed, and would seem to be the only 
body designed to fill the tariff provision 
for ‘Oil of Mace, free,’ under paragraph 
626. The practice of this port has been 
to pass all essential oils of mace or nut- 
meg, so-called, as essential oil, n. s. p. f., 
at 25 per _cent., leaving the importer to 
his remedy by protest and appeal. The 
‘Oleum Expressum Nucistae’ of the 
United States Dispensatory, or mace 
butter, as it is commercially called, has 
been passed invariably as ‘Oils of Mace’ 
at this port, free under the provisions 
of paragraph 626. We have not of late 
years had any affidavit presented, or 
documentary evidence furnished, to prove 
that any so-called essential oil of mace 
was really derived from mace, and not 
from nutmegs, so the presumption is fair 
that the dealers were well aware that the

With regard to the importation of

was the general consensus of opinion 
that it should be classified according to 
the use to which the importer intended 
to put it, that fact to be ascertained 
by a careful inquiry. 

The importance of properly classify- 
ing olive oil was emphasized by the 
conference, and particularly of deter- 
mining whether certain grades invoiced 
as intended for manufacturing or me- 
chanical purposes were not in fact edi- 
ble. The conference approved the ac- 
tion at New York in disregarding the 
marks indicating the use for which the 
oil was alleged to be intended, the 
judgment of the examiner, and, if nec- 
essary, chemical analysis, being re- 
garded as essential to proper classifi- 
eation. The point was brought out 
that some of the oils used in the silk 
mills are necessarily high grade, al- 
though intended for mechanical pur- 
poses, and the importers have there- 
fore been compelled to pay duty on 
them. 

The proper classification of tapioca 
flour under the recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court was re- 
viewed by the conference, and it was 
agreed that a careful examination of 
each importation should be made for 
the reason that to the casual observer 
there is very little difference between 
Several varieties of the _ so-called 
Starches. The practice at New York, 
where nearly all starches are invoiced 
as sago, is to submit them to a chem- 
ist, and in 90 per cent. of the cases they 
are found to be tapioca which is re- 
turned free of duty under Treasury de- 
cision 21,954, following the ruling of the 
United States Supreme Court.

— The Revenue Reduction Bill. 


Washington, Jan. 4, 1901. 

The Senate Finance Committee which 
now has under consideration the war 
revenue bill which passed the House 
just before the holiday recess is plan- 
ning a complete revision of the meas- 
ure that may result in important mod- 
ifications of the provisions adopted by 
the House. The work has been under- 
taken by the Senate Committee with a 
view to securing absolutely reliable in- 
formation as to the effect of the pro- 
posed cuts and the difficulty of procur- 
ing this data promises several weeks’ 
Celay in getting the bill into the Sen- 
ate. On this point, Chairman Aldrich 
said to the Reporter’s correspondent :— 

“It is impossible even to approximate 
the length of time that will be required 
by our Committee to consider and 
report upon this bill. Our first formal 
meeting will not be held until next 
Tuesday, and in view of the large 
amount of detail involved it is impos- 
sible to say’ how rapidly its various 
provisions can be disposed of. Until 
we have made some very careful fig- 
ures we cannot decide upon the amount 
of reduction to be effected by the bill,

The brewing interest has opened the 
campaign in the Senate with a public 
announcement that will have the effect 
of arousing all manufacturers of ar- 
ticles taxed under Schedule B, and in 
fact, every other class bearing any por- 
tion of the war taxes not engaged in 
the production of beer. In a formal 
statement the brewers declare that 
“following the suggestion of the Pres- 
ident that reductions should be made 
on those articles that are most burden- 
some to the industries of the people, it 
is thought that the tax on proprietary 
articles, patent medicines, and the like 
will be retained because the tax on 
these items involves only a fractional 
part of the selling price; whereas, in 
beer it reaches the enormous proportion 
of 40 per cent.” The selfishness of this 
argument is apparent when it is re- 
membered that the revenue reduction 
bill as it passed the House reduces the 
beer tax from $1.85 to $1.60, and it is an 
open secret that the brewers have had 
no difficulty in passing on to distribu- 
ters and retailers a large part of the 
war tax.

The sub-committee of the Senate 
Commerce Committee, composed of 
Senator Nelson, chairman, and Sen- 
ators Turner and Gallinger, on the 28th 
ultimo gave a hearing to a number of 
prominent government officials and scli- 
entific experts upon the pending bill 
providing for the establishment of a 
National Standardizing Bureau, de- 
signed to provide special standards of 
all kinds for government use and for 
manufacture in 411 lines, particularly 
in the field of chemistry, as well as to 
conduct experiments for the determina- 
tion of the physical characteristics of 
materials. Among those heard by the 
sub-committee were Secretary Gage, of 
the Treasury Department; Professor 
O. H. Tittman, superintendent of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey; Professor 
S. W. Stratton, Inspector of Weights 
and Measures of the Survey, and a 
number of electrical experts. The im- 
portance of the proposed bureau in the 
field of chemistry was emphasized in 
the statement presented to the com- 
mittee from Dr. William MecMurtrie, 
President of the American Chemical 
Society, and by a series of resolutions 
recently adopted by that socicty. 


Secretary Gage was the first witness, 
his statement dealing with the general 
features of the proposed Bureau, and 
its great desirability, not only from a 
technical standpoint, but in all the re- 
lations of the government and public. 
He said in part:— 


“In the standardizing of weights and 
measures, and in the testing of apparatus 
of every kind, other countries are far 
ahead of us; in fact, it may be said there 
is no comparison at all between_us. We 
are dependent very largely on Germany, 
to some extent on France, and to a lim- 
ited degree on England for all the meas- 
urements which we are obliged to re- 
sort to in testing and comparing when 
we enter into competitive work against 
them. The application of this Standard- 
izing Bureau, if established, will be very 
wide—it touches manufacturing, the arts 
commerce, all scientific work, and will 
be most important in the general work 
of education. We have come to a period 
where guesswork will not do, and the old 
familiar phrase, ‘pretty near,’ does not 
count. Exactness, absolute adherence to 
standards and perfect uniformity are es- 
sentials. This bill has the support of the 
most important men in every line of 
commercial and manufacturing activity 
in America. It is also highly commended 
by scientific bodies, and by the heads of 
schools and universities throughout the 
country, and in this connection I want to 
say that these commendations have not 
been evoked in the way in which such 
testimonials are often drawn out for the 
purpose of influencing committees. The 
general idea has become disseminated 
throughout the country, and has aroused 
widespread interest.’”’ 


Dr. McMurtrie’s statement was in 
part as follows:— 


‘“‘My personal experience has been not 
only in the work in the research labora- 
tory, but in later years largely in the 
practical lines, and I know perfectly well 
how important a bearing this matter of 
having accurate standards is to those 
who are engaged in technical work, It 
used to be gaid, speaking of methods 
which were used in the industries, for 
analytical work or in various measure- 
ments, that, after all, those methods were 
technical, and .. thev were approximately 
accurate it was all right. Now, as a 
fact, at the present time we find that the 
practical men of this country are great 
sticklers for accuracy, and even more so 
than are the men who are working in 
the research laboratories. 


“T have had charge of a laboratory in 
works in which there were nine chemists 
employed. Those men were kept busy 
all the time. They began early in the 
morning, and they kept at work until 
late in the evening. In making their 
analyses and the various determinations 
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which they had to make, it was not pos- 
sible for them to duplicate their work— 
it was not possible to make six or eight 
determinations and accept the average of 
those determinations as an accurate re- 
sult, as a standard of their work, but 
they must get the average with one de- 
termination. 

“In the research laboratories it is com- 
mon to follow the methods that I have 
referred to; that is, to make a series of 
determinations and accept the average as 
the final result, but in these_ technical 
laboratories that is not possible. There 
are too many measurements to be made 
in chemical work, particularly in which 
I am interested. he accuracy of the 
work, therefore, depends very largely and 
almost entirely upon the instruments 
with which one has to work. I will illus- 
trate in our own laboratory. An invoice 
of material was received which was 
bought upon its purity. 

“The young men who are employed to 
determine what that purity is, as I stated 
before, have to make a great many tests 
during the day; they have not time to 
duplicate their work. There was one 
case which came within our experience, 
and which, after the result was readily 
found and compared with the result ob- 
tained in the laboratory in France, there 
was a very wide difference in the two, 
and the people whom we represented had 
a balance “a them of about $8,000. 
I sat down beside the young man who 
had made the test, and I found he had 
followed the methods perfectly; he had 
done everything that was required of 
him, so far as the method of work was 
concerned, and it was only for us to de- 
termine where his mistake lay. His work 


Petroleum Consumption in the 
United Kingdom. 


It has frequently been referred to as 
a@ somewhat curious fact that the in- 
creased use of electricity in the United 
Kingdom has been the cause of giving 
an impetus to the gas industry, which 
has been explained in various ways. 
It is a laudable curiosity to wish to 
know to what extent the oil trade has 
suffered or benefited. Unfortunately, 
no definite figures are obtainable in re- 
gard to the various descriptions of oil 
imported into this country for a series 
of years. As, however, the greatest 
bulk brought into the United Kingdom 
from various countries, and chiefly 
from America and Russia, consists of 
illuminating oil, and as it may be taken 
in a general way that this description 
of oil forms about the same proportion 
at least, if not even greater in recent 
years, we may be able to form some 
fairly definite idea as to the position 
of oil as an illuminant in these islands. 

Taking in the first place the total of 
all descriptions of oil brought into this 
country for various purposes, the fol- 
lowing figures show a very remarkable 
development:—

standardize this flask, and we found, 
upon a careful standardization, that it 
was incorrect; that it varied enough to 
make the difference in the commercial 
results I have described. Now, seems to 
me that we have no better illustration 
of the value of reliable standards. If we 
had had in that laboratory a set of in- 
struments which had been properly 
calibrated by a person in authority, 
such as this bill provides for, it would 
have been an easy matter, in the case 
cited, to standardize the flask in ques- 
tion, and this difficulty would not have 
arisen, It required three or four months 
of correspondence back and forth before 
that matter could be properly settled. 

“This happens in many laboratories. 
Constant disputes are occurring, and 1 
think there is no place where there is a 
better illustration than in the custom 
house and the relations between the 
United States custom house and import- 
ers. I know something about that, be- 
cause I have had occasion to go before 
the appraisers in some cases of disputes 
of tests of materials in which the col- 
lection of customs depended upon these 
tests.”’ 


The resolutions of the American 
Chemical Society presented to the sub- 
committees were as follows:— 


‘Whereas, In the conduct of exact 
chemical and physical investigations the 
use of apparatus of guaranteed accuracy 
is a necessity which is recognized by all 
physicists and chemists; and, 

‘“‘Whereas, In forei countries, notably 
in Germany and England, such guarantee 
is furnished by standardizing bureaus un- 
der the control of their respective Gov- 
ernments; and, 

‘“‘Whereas, At present the United States 
Office of Standard Weights and Measures 
does not possess appliances necessary for 
the verification of as wide a range of ap- 
paratus in kind and form as seems es- 
sential, nor the working force requisite 
to comply with legitimate demands for 
the verification and stamping of chem- 
ical and physical apparatus, thus com- 
pelling the importation of foreign-made 
apparatus when such official certification 
is desired; and, 

“Whereas, This state of affairs is not 
only unsatisfactory to all chemists, but 
also works injustice to our manufacturers 
of thermometers, hydrometers, volumetric 
apparatus, and other chemical measuring 
instruments, who cannot supply the 
proper certification with such apparatus; 
therefore be it 

“Resolved, That the Congress of the 
United States be urged to establish a na- 
tional standard bureau in connection 
with the United States Office of Standard 
Weights and Measures, which shall pro- 
vide adequate facilities for making such 
verification of chemical measuring ap- 
paratus and for stamping the same as 
are provided by foreign governments for 
similar work. 

“Resolved, further, That a copy of the 






From this table it will be seen that 
in 1883 the total amount of oil imported 
into the United Kingdom was 55,739,252 
gallons in 1885 it stood at 60,390,498 gal- 
lons, in 1890 the imports of oil made the 
remarkable leap up to 110,075,342 gal- 
lons, while in 1895 the figure was 139,- 
982,178. Since 1895, however, the con- 
sumption of oil in this, country has 
made very notable advances, which 
must be chiefly attributed to the great 
extension of oil as an illuminant, This, 
perhaps, will be made a little more 
clear when it is pointed out that the 
total quantity of illuminating oil 
brought into the United Kingdom dur- 
ing the year 1899 far exceeded the total 
quantity of all descriptions imported 
in 1895. 

We may look at the matter in an- 
other way—namely, in regard to con- 
sumption per head of the population, 
when we find the following conditions: 
In 1883 the imports of oil represented 
1.59 gallons per head, in 1890 the con- 
sumption per head amounted to close 
on 8 gallons, in 1899 the consumption 
per head had run to 5.65 gallons, the 
ratio of which proportions might be 
slightly altered, had we the figures 
discriminating between illuminating 
and other descriptions, 

One interesting fact which, thérefore, 
seems to be brought out in reviewing 
the various lighting systems in vogue 
fs that they are non-competitive; that 
the advance of one does not mean the 
depreciation of the others, and that at 
the present time electricity is confined 
to the upper classes, that gas is the 
illuminant of the great middle class 
and that oil is the light of the greatest 
of all, the lower classes; and, so far as 
we can judge, the facilities of the lamp 
will make the advance of oil even more 
extensive than it has been in the past. 

Another interesting side of this ques- 
tion is that of how prices have run with 
the consumption. For this purpose we 
may ignore Russian oil, as it is only 
during the last few years that illumit- 
nating oil from this country has be- 
come 2 serious competitor, and we give 
in tabular form some interesting figures

Considerable business has 
already been done in addition to the 
regular contract deliveries at card- 
prices of 6@6%4c., as to quantity, less 
the usual discount terms. German, 
which has been rather qiuet of late, 
has shown more life, especially for 
early spring delivery, of which we note 
sales of several round lots at 7%c. and 
upward, as to grade and seller. Eng- 
lish continues scarce, especially the 
extra grades, for which 8%c. and 
upward is named; at the same 
time, however, ordinary grades are in 
good stock, for which 74%@8c. is quoted, 
as to grade and seller. The demand, 
however, is not urgent. 

LITHARGE.—The only item of inter- 
est is that there has been an increased 
demand, not only from the glass and 
rubber, but from other consumers, who 
have in many instances increased their 
contract deliveries for delivery over the 
first half of the year. Prices remain 
steady at 6@6%c., as to quantity, less 
the usual discount terms and condi- 
tions of sale. No change in English 
glass makers’ grades, for which there 
is a limited demand at 7%c. and up- 
ward, as to grade and maker. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—As yet no 
change in values of French have been 
made, though one may come at any 
moment. For the present we quote 11% 
@11%c., as to the size of the order and 
position of goods. German is fairly ac- 
tive considering the state of the mar- 
ket conditions, arising from sharp 
competition. Small sales are reported 
at 8%c. and upward, as to grade and 
seller. English continues scarce, espe- 
cially of the extra grades for which 
10%@11\c. is named, as to grade and 
quantity. The ordinary grades, how- 
ever, are in better stock and prices 
range from 8%c., as to make and seller. 
Domestic is the most active article on 
the list, but the light stocks both here 
and at the West restrict business, as 
makers are so far behind with their 
orders. Prices remain steady at 8@ 
814c., according to grade, less the usual 
discount terms. 

PIG LEAD.—The market is dull and 
easy in all positions under limited buy- 
ing, either here or at the West. A few 
single cars have changed hands at St. 
Louis at 4.1744@4.20c., and in this sec- 
tion at 4.37%4c. for common and 4.52%c. 
for refined. 

ZINCS.—As about all the contracts 
were booked for 1901 before the close of 
last year, trade during the week has 
been rather quiet, especially for home 
consumption, though the export de- 
mand keeps fairly active. Prices re- 
main steady at 4%@4%c. for the New 
Jersey brands, as to grade, less the 
usual discount terms. For reasons as 
stated above Florence has also been 
quiet but firmer at 6%@7%c. for red, 
and 74%4@7%c. for green seal, as to 
quantity and usual contract terms. 
French is meeting with the usual sea- 
sonable demand at 6%c. for red and 
7%c. for Antwerp green seal, less usual 
discount terms.

As yet it is too early to realize the 
encouraging predictions of those quali- 
fied to judge of coming events and the 
market continues in the same quiet 
way that marked the closing days of 
the year. With the exception of a 








base material, there is no change to 
note in the price current list of leads, 
chemical colors or earth and metallic 
paints. There are rumors of a change 
in mixed paints, but manufacturers 
seem to have been too busy over stock- 
taking and other internal arrange- 
ments to map out any definite course 
for the selling market. The scarcity of 
barytes and china clay is another feat- 
ure, while window glass is in a state 
of uncertainty that permits only of the 
most limited kind of business. There 
is still the same complaint about the 
unsteadiness of the linseed oil market, 
and so long as the position of this 
staple continues subject to erratic 
changes, grinders and varnish makers 
will proceed upon conservative lines, 
and while pressing spring needs will 
bring on a good volume of business, 
the absence of that snap that goes 
with normal conditions may be ex- 
pected, 
White Lead, Zines, Ete. 


WHITE LEAD.—The trade as yet 
has not fully recovered from the fes- 
tivities of the recent holidays. This, 
with many still engaged in stocktak- 
ing, and a general clean up around 
their factories has caused rather a 
quiet tone to the market. Corroders all 
report satisfactory @@iveries upon ex- 
isting contracts, especially of dry lead, 
both here and at the West. Grinders 
in all sections of the country are busy 
in anticipation of the spring require- 
ments, which promise to be necessar- 
ily large this season. The only draw- 
back is the unsettled condition of the 
linseed oil market which, in the face of 
present seed conditions, continues to 
gradually work down to a 50c. basis. 
The demand for lead in oil is up to the 
usual proportions incident to this 
period of the year. Present prices will 
probably continue at least until March 
or longer, unless some sudden change 
should occur in the raw metal, which 
at present, does not appear at all 
likely. The situation as a whole is 
one of promise for a prosperous year in 
the paint line. There is no change in 
the foreign makes, which remains 
quiet but firm at 9%@9%c. for the old 
established brands, and for those not 
sa well-known at 7%@8c., as to brand, 
quantity and seller.

same quiet, undisturbed state that has 
been a feature now for some weeks. 
The manufacturers of quicksilver ver- 
million, however, following the course 
of the base metal, reduced the price of 
that commodity five cents per pound, 
making quotations of 67c. for bulk and 
68c. for bags, with the usual terms of 
30 days, or 1 per cent, for cash in 10 
days. Indian and Venetian reds have 
been moving moderately, but the past 
week was rather slow and transac- 
tions were unimportant. Carmine is 
called for only in limited quantities 
and is steady at quotations. Ordinary 
domestic vermillion is selling well upon 
contracts for future but there is little 
prompt business doing. 
BLACKS. 

CARBON.—As the market for the 
new year has not yet fairly opened, 
conditions remain very much as pre- 
viously reported, and there is little that 
we can add to our previous reports. 
Stocks are light and must remain so 
even in a quiet market, owing to the 
continued scarcity of gas. Movement 
on spot, while not active, is at least 
moderate for the season and prices are 
without change.

Prices are quoted upon the 
basis of former values. 

BLUES. 

Chemical colors have been inclined to 
quietness for some time and blues have 
proved no exception. Demand, espe- 
cially for celestial and the other 
cheaper grades, continues light, but 
Chinese, Prussian and soluble are mov- 
ing with somewhat more freedom at 
old current quotations, which seem 
likely to be maintained. Ultramarine 
has been unusually active and manu- 
facturers have been pressed to keep up 
with orders, but prices have ruled too 
low to be satisfactory. 

BROWNS. 

Comparatively little spot business can 
be reported, as the season has not yet 
got under way, so to speak. Importers, 
however, have been quite heavy buyers 
in anticipation of an early opening for 
spring business, and umbers and si- 
ennas have come in freely. The num- 
ber of inquiries from Western and 
other outside points is encouraging, 
though as yet they have not led to any 
very material results. There is, how- 
ever, a general steadiness of tone, and 
values will likely be maintained upon 
the same basis of value. 

GREENS. 

There was nothing better than a most 
moderate demand for chrome and 
other staining greens. The market 
seemed to sag and has not recovered 
from the usual holiday lethargy. Or- 
ders are, and have been for some time, 
limited to small parcels to meet or- 
dinary current needs, while prices re- 
main within the same range of values. 
Of paris green it is as yet too early to 
speak with any definite confidence. The 
usual attempt is being made to bring 
manufacturers together, but so ‘far 
nothing at all definite has been done 
and it appears doubtful whether the 
desired results can be realized. Quota- 
tions, while largely nominal, are based 
upon last year’s figures of 12%c. in 
bulk, but neither buyers nor sellers 
are yet taking much interest. 


YELLOWS. 

CHROME.—Conditions are without 
material change. If anything, the mar- 
ket is a trifle quieter, as contract de- 
liveries have not yet begun to move in 
any quantities. Inquiries, however, are 
beginning to come in somewhat more 
freely and orders for future are on the 
increase. Spot business is confined to 
small parcels for current needs and 
prices are without quotable change. 

OCHER.—Nothing has occurred to 
change conditions as previously re- 
ported. Importers have been quite 
active buyers during the past season, 
but grinders have proceeded along con- 
servative lines owing to the unsettled 
state of the linseed oil market. Lately, 
however, they have shown more dis- 
position to come into the market and 
a few contracts for future have been 
placed. Prices are maintained at about 
the same relative basis of value. Ro- 
chelle, 14%@2c.; golden, 344@4c.; French 
(washed), 14%@2%4c., and domestic, $10@ 
15 per ton. 

Metallic Paints. 

In keeping with the general quiet 
tone of the market, there has been lit- 
tle done during the past few days, 
though the close of the season has left 
a record for business done in metallic 
oxides, both red and brown, which has

Spot business, as it has 
been for several weeks, now is con- 
fined for the most part to sorting up 
orders, and manufacturers have been 
too much occupied with stock taking 
and other internal arrangements to 
make any determined efforts to face a 
market, especially as the undecided and 
vacilating position of linseed oil makes 
values somewhat difficult to determine. 
Manufacturers are all firm in their 
views and the tendency is generally 
toward higher prices on both standard 
and minor grades, though as yet there 
is no definite announcement to make.

wells over last year. The wells that 
have been put down by Indiana pro- 
ducers in the last twelve months cost 
them $4,740,800. The loss on dry holes 
was $1,024,000, but this loss is not total, 
since much of the equipment used in 
the failures carn be taken out of the 
ground and used in other wells. 

The Keystone district leads for the 
year with 731 wells drilled. The Mar- 
ion district has second place, with 421 
wells drilled. Montpelier district has 
a record of 271 wells; Camden, 211 wells; 
Geneva, 180 wells; Warren, 181 wells; 
Alexandria, 97 wells; Peru, 64 wells; 
Muncie, 54 wells; Broad Ripple, 53 wells; 
Rich Valley, 48 wells; Medaryville, 153 
wells, and all other districts, 499 wells. 

The most important oil field opened 
up during the present year is the Me- 
daryville district, Jasper county, where, 
since the first of April, there have been 
153 wells drilled. This field is where 
the heavy lubricating oil is found at a 
shallow depth, and a _ well can be 
drilled in a few days. The huge oil 
derricks are an unknown thing in that 
district, as the pole system of drilling, 
and the regular drilling machines are 
being used to good advantage, and the 
expense of a “rig’’ is done away with. 
This district is looked upon as a very 
valuable one, as thousands of acres of 
the Kankakee marsh, or waste lands, 
are coming in as good oil land. After 
the oil passes through warm water it is 
in the best of shape to go to market. 
Some of the oil in its crude state has 
sold as high as $8 per barrel. The 
wells are not large, averaging less than 
three barrels each, but at that produc- 
tion they are moneymakers, and more 
so than in the Indiana field proper, as 
there is a vast difference in the price 
of the two products. Now oil com- 
panies are being formed for the pur- 
pose of drilling test wells in various 
sections of the Kankakee valley. It is 
estimated that 1,500 wells will be 
drilled in the waste lands and through- 
out the valley within the next dozen 
months. 

Another important factor in the In- 
diana field is the Broad Ripple district, 
Marion county. Many of the oil opera- 
tors look upon that district as one of 
the more promising of the State. Dur- 
ing the last of 1897 the Broad Ripple 
field was opened up with good results, 
and the prospects are good for further 
extension of its boundaries. During the 
last three months of 1897 there were 
229 wells drilled in the Peru pool, and 
they began with a daily output of close 
to 6,000 barrels. But in their anxiety 
to get oil the producers drilled the wells 
so close together that the life of the 
pool was soon drawn out. Many thou- 
sands of dollars were lost by the seek- 
ers of the fluid in a few weeks at Peru. 

The development of the Hoosier field 
by months for the year 1900 is as fol-

and the industry represents an outlay 
to the seekers after oil of $25,203,200. 
This does not include the cost of se- 
curing leases on farms, the payment of 
bonus and rentals. The cost of gas 
engines, pumping powers, tanks and 
other expenses are not included. Neith- 
er do the great figures representing the 
cost of pipe lines, mammoth storage 
tanks nor pumping stations appear in 
this total. No figures have ever been 
gathered to show just what has been 
invested in pipe lines in Indiana since 
the development of gas and oil began, 
but they will reach $20,000,000. Alto- 
gether, the oil and gas produced in 
the oil and gas products in the Hoosier 
State has caused a total of investment 
to the producers of $65,000,000 or $70,- 
000,000, and, if the correct figures were 
known, they might reach still higher. 

The first oil discovered in the State of 
Indiana was back in 1865, when an 
artesian well was drilled at Terre 
Haute. Crude oil was found in this 
well at the depth of 1,630 feet. The 
first gas well drilled in the State was 
located near Eaton, Delaware county, 
in 1885. This well was followed closely 
by one in Union City, Randolph coun- 
ty. After this wells were completed in 
all parts of the State at short inter- 
vals. While drilling for gas near Port- 
land, Ben F. Fulton struck oil in the 
winter of 1886. The well produced 
about thirty barrels a day. During the 
year 1888 a well was drilled by Mr. 
Fulton on the Gilbert land, which 
made both oil and gas, and is produc- 
ing oil at the present time. The next 
well of any importance was drilled by 
Queen & Patch, near Bryant, on Jan. 
14, 1891, and it made fifty barrels, and 
was the starting of oil developments 
in Adams County. Operations for oil 
did not start until the year 1891, as 
many were after gas, and paid but lit- 
tle attention to the oil found in the 
wells while drilling for the gas. The 
opening up of the Indiana field proper 
was on the Bryson land, near Keystone, 
Chester township, Wells county. This 
well was the property of the Northern 
Indiana Oil Company, and was drilled 
during 1890. Its initial yield before be- 
ing shot was sixty barrels a day, but 
after being shot the well started at 
ninety barrels a day and remained at 
that point for months, 


The first large producer found was 
the property of E. J. Little & Co., and 
was located on the Cory land, near the 
hamlet of Nottingham, Nottingham 
township, Wells county. This well was 
drilled in 1891 and started at 250 bar- 
rels. The oil operations for the year 
1891 were confined to Wells county. In 
1892 the drill for oil was started in 
Adams county, and the first well 
of importance was owned by the 
Bolds Brothers, and on the Shoe- 
maker farm, and_e started at 100 
barrels a day. During the season 
of 1892 and 1893 there was great 
activity around the hamlet of Cam- 
den, Penn township, Jay county, and 
wells doing as high as 3,000 barrels a 
day were drilled in what was ‘then 
known as the famous Camden pool. 
Mints of money were made by the early 
operators in the Camden pool, as the 
property sold at high figures. The 
lease on the Grissell land, with nine 
drilled wells, sold to the McCalmont 
Oil Company for $125,000. The Stan- 
dard Oil Company secured quite a 
number of leases in the famous pool. 
In Jay county the most sensational 
well yet drilled in is the initial ven- 
ture on the Harris land. This well, 
at the age of forty days, was produc- 
ing 1,400 barrels. Well No. 7 on the 
McCollister farm was among the large 
wells completed in that county, as it 
did 120 barrels an hour when first 
drilled in. Wells, Blackford, Adams, 
Huntington, Grant and many other 
counties of the State have some won- 
derful oil producing land. 

During the year 1893 oil operations 
in the Indiana field reached a high 
mark and witnessed a remarkable de- 
gree of activity, which was maintained 
until the period of depression in 1897 
and which lasted until about July of 
1899, when the oil districts took on a 
new lease of life and have since been 
very active. In 1897 the Lima North- 
ern Oil Company drilled a test well on 
the Carver land, two miles nartheast 


from Alexandria. This well was drilled | Cyanide . 


in the latter part of April and did 600 
barrels. This well created excitement | 
all over the continent, and thousands . 
of people flocked to the scene to find a 
lake of oil around the huge derrick. 
Nothing like it has ever been found in 
that vicinity since, but that does not 
signify that none will be found there 
in the future, for there is certainly a 
vast lake of oil somewhere in that im- 
mediate vicinity, and the time is com- 
ing when the drill will find it.—Indian-

LINSEED.—Since the reduction in 
price for city oils, which are now 65b6c. 
for raw and 58c. for boiled, there has 
been an improved jobbing demand. Be- 
yond this, however, there is very little 
of interest shown on the part of buy- 
ers of round lots, who are still waiting 
for 50c. oil. This, however, does not 
seem as promising as it did before the 
close of the last century. State and 
Western oils are selling in a jobbing 
way at 64c., and for January-March 
53c. is still named by one of the leading 
crushers. Calcutta oil remains steady 
at 85c. 

COTTONSEED.—In sympathy with 
the “boom” which is now on in the 
stock market, as well as in all other 
kindred lines of trades, it is only nat- 
ural that cotton oil would feel the ef- 
fects of such improvement. Then again 
the speculative deliveries of oil which 
were expected to be large on the first 
of the month were not up to expecta- 
tions, as the bulk of them had been 
transferred to later months, and what 
did come to hand were taken up by 
the leading company, who has been the 
main support of the market. Other- 
wise there would have been a further 
decline in prices rather than the firmer 
tone which now prevails. The offerings 
of oil have generally been withdrawn, 
except now and then a, few hundred 
barrels are offered for January at 29@ 
2944c., and at the same time 30c. is bid 
for double the amount for later 
months. In other words, the bulk of 
the transactions are “swaps,” simply 
deferring the evil day, or, like Micaw- 
ber, “waiting for something to turn 
up” to their advantage later on in the 
price for cotton oil. _There is still a 
large amount of January oil to be de- 
livered around the 15th or 20th, and 
should these deliveries still be unpro- 
vided for, and come on the market, it 
is hard to predict what the state of the 
market will then be, especially if the 
leading company withdraws its sup- 
port. One element of strength which 
the market now has is the firm posi- 
tion of tallow, though the amount of 
oil which has been taken up by the 
soap trade this season has not been 
large, but with a scarcity of tallow and 
other soap greases, as appears at pres- 
ent, it is only natural that the soap 
trade would fall back upon cotton oil, 
which has been a cheap grease for 
them ever since the season opened. 
Lard also has shown more strength, 
and with an improved demand for 
compound there is every possibility 
of more cotton oil soon to be wanted 
for this article. There is almost no 
export demand, except at from Ic. to 
2c. or more below this market. Our 
cables give the situation more fully, 
With all these discouraging elements 
to the early improvement in cotton oil 
values, it must be remembered that it 
is always “‘the darkest just before the 
break of day,’ and as the season is 
yet young there is yet room for a 
change for the better, as surely with 
all this ‘‘boom”’ we hear so much about 
in other lines of trade. Cotton oil must 
of a matter of course have a share in 
prosperity. The crude 


market is more or less irregular, as 
mills generally are not offering except 
surplus stocks, and these only to re- 
lieve their storage capacity, at conces- 
sions in prices. Buyers, on the other hand, 
unless they need the oil, have reduced 
their bids around 21%c. for Texas and 
22@22i%%c. in the Atlantic and Valley. 
To-day there was more disposition to 
trade in futures, and 30c. was bid for 
February and March, with January 
offered at 291%4c., but buyers did not 
appear anxious for January at over 
29¢c., and not much at that. There is 
rather more inquiry for winter yellow 
and white oil, and a fair business has 
been done both for home and for ex- 
port. Just now the interest of the cot- 
ton oil trade is centered at Washing- 
ton, where a committee of the oil men 
from Texas and the Valley will ap- 
pear on Monday before the Senate 
committee against the proposed Grout 
bill, We wish them success. The 
sales which have come to the surface 
indicate how dull trade has been the 
past week as compared with previous 
weeks since the season opened. They 
are 1,500 bbls. off or nearly prime yel- 
low spot at 28%4c.; 900 bbls. prime yel- 
low for January at 28%@29c.; 4,000 
bbls. do. for January and February at 
29c.; 500 bbls. do. for January at 29c.; 
1,000 do. for February at 29%c.; 500 do. 
for March at 30c.; 200 do. April at 30c.; 
500 bbls. special brands winter yellow, 
36c.; 200 bbls. do. at 34c., and 1,300 bbls. 
white oil at 33c.

The reply of Messrs. Johnson & Co. 
is the most authoritative of any infor- 
mation yet received from that country 
and covers ground that is of particular 
interest to flax and oil men in this 
country. They write, under date of 
Nov. 23, arriving Chicago Jan, 2, as fol- 
lows:— 


1. Farmers reserve their own seed out of their 
former year’s produce. Sometimes they ex- 
change seed with some neighbor, and more 


rarely still sell out completely, and rebuy their 
requirements from dealers. If crops fail com- 
pletely in any district, dealers supply seed to 
their clients. 

2. Linseed is sown in May 
everywhere, Drought, sickness of animals, etc., 
oblige individual farmers to sow as late as 
the end of July. Harvesting usually commences 
about the middle of November, and is quite 
general in the second half. This year it js 
general to-day (November 16), and the first 
parcel was shipred yesterday (November 15). 
Threshing, however, will not be general un- 
til the middle of December, or even the second 
half, as most farmers prefer to harvest their 
wheat before arranging threshing. 

8. Usually 15 to 20 days elapse between cut- 
ting and first arrival of seed. A few parcels 
come in almost immediately, especially if high 
prices are ruling. 

4. Present crop promises to be a record one 
in yield. Quality will be good (except if rains 
set in), though probably of small grain. Acre- 
age under linseed this year is about 25 per 
cent. more than last year, and the whole 
crop is estimated to be at least 75 per cent. 
greater than the last one. Figures vary from 
350,000 to 450,000 tons,

New York, 
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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, January 5, 1901. 


The feature of interest during the 
past week has been the monthly field 
report, which showed a decrease in 
every department of development work, 
and a decrease of over 3,000 bbls, in 
the new production. It proved to be a 
very bullish report and will likely be 
followed by others of like tenor, owing 
to the unfavorable weather conditions, 
which are likely to prevail during the 
next three months. Notwithstanding 
that there was a decrease of 90 in the 
number of wells completed, there was 
an increase of 11 in the number of dry 
holes reported, and consequently the 
average daily production of the De- 
cember wells has dropped to 15% bar- 
rels, as compared with 17% barrels fo: 
the November wells. The situation is 
strong, and fully warrants the ad- 
vances in the price of crude which have 
been announced. Operators in the 
fields feel confident that prices will go 
still higher, and the bids for pipe line 
certificates have ranged 2@38c. above 
the price of credit balances, but sellers 
are few even at this advance. It is ex- 
pected that the next pipe line state- 
ment will show a further important 
decrease in stocks, although the deliv- 
eries of late have been smaller. The 
reports from the fields during the past 
week have shown no improvement in 
results, the wells brought in having 
for the most part been small, while the 
percentage of dry holes continues dis- 
couragingly large. The new wells 
brought in in the Sand Fork district, 
with one exception, have been small, 
and several dry holes have resulted in 
the search for an extension of the pro- 
ducing area. It is now apparent that 
the pool is a limited one and that the 
first wells are rapidly draining it. In 
the Indiana fields several large wells 
are reported, and it is possible that 
field work there will be stimulated. 

Refined and Products, 

There has been a rather tame export 
demand for refined, and the engage- 
ments have shown no increase, the to- 
tal for the week amounting to 150- 
000 barrels. There has been some 
inquiry for refined in barrels, but the 
business done has been small. There is 
no change in the situation in the for- 
eign markets, and the small shipments 
are due mainly to the position of the 
tank fleet, a large proportion of which 
is on the other side of the ocean. The 
price for barreled oil was advanced on 
Monday to 7.60c. for New York loading 
and to 7.56c. for Philadelphia loading. 
The principal foreign markets are 
higher, Quotations to-day by cable 
were: Antwerp, 1844f.; Bremen, 7.05m.; 
London, 64@6%d., and Liverpool, 6%@ 
642d. Freight rates were fir mat 2s. 9d. 
@3s. 3d., hence to London, and 3@4s, to 
Continental ports, as to port and vessel. 
Home trade lots have been in good re- 
quest, and are firm on the basis of 8c. 
for 150 degrees water white from tanks 
and 11%c. in barrels. 

Cases for export have been in good 
request, and sales of about 275,000 are 
reported. The prices for plain tops are 
firm at 8.65c. Freight rates are firm. 
Nominal rates for large vessels are: 
For Amoy, 25@26c.; Calcutta, 21@22c.; 
Colombo, 24@25c.; Java, 24@25c.; Pa- 
dang, 25@26c.; Hong Kong, 25@26c.; 
Rangoon, 26@2ic.; Saigon, 23@24c.; 
Shanghai, 27@28c.; Singapore, 23@24c., 
and Yokohama, 26@27c. 

Crude for export has been in light re- 
quest, and sales of about 10,000 barrels 
are reported. Washington crude is 
quoted at 7.60c. in barrels. Cases for 
export have not been in request, and no 
sales are reported. 

Crude naphtha has been firmer at 
9.60c. For export no sales are reported.

as a Basis for Acidimetry.* 


The electrolytic determination of 
copper is well known as one of the 
most accurate analytical methods in 
general use, and it has been success- 
fully employed in atomic weight de- 
terminations of the metal. When pure 
copper sulphate is used in the elec- 
trolysis, the equivalent of the copper 
in sulphuric acid is liberated, and un- 
less this undergoes any subsequent 
change, such as the formation of per- 
sulphuric acid, its quantity should cor- 
respond accurately to that of the de- 
posited metal. Since this relation is 
independent of the degree of hydration 
of the copper sulphate, it appeared a 
very simple and accessible basis tor 
acidimetry. A series of experiments 
were, therefore, carried out to test the 
accuracy of the method. The copper 
sulphate employed was recrystallized 
twice from water, a little nitric acid 
being added to oxidize any ferrous sul- 
phate present, in the first recrystal- 
lization. The electrolysis was con- 
ducted under the usual conditions, us- 
ing platinum dishes as the cathode, an 
E.M.F. of 2.05—3.0 volts, and a current 
density per 100 sq. cm. of 0.02—0.04 
amperes, In some of the experiments 
two Daniell cells in series were used, 
this being a customary current for the 
electrolytic determination of copper. 
The deposited copper was washed, 
dried and weighed, as usual, and the 
sulphuric acid titrated by sodium car- 
bonate. The sample of sodium car- 
bonate used was one of special purity, 
and the acid value of its solution was 
checked by a hydrochloric acid solution, 
the exact strength of which was deter- 
mined gravimetrically. The sodium 
carbonate was not dried at 100° C. be- 
fore use. 

The results tabulated below show 
that the quantity of sulphuric acid 
formed in the electrolysis corresponds 
to the quantity of copper deposited 
with remarkable accuracy, and prove 
that no persulphuric acid is formed 
under the conditions of current density 
and electromotive force employed in 
the electrolysis. Were there any such 
decomposition the experimental values 
would be lower than those calculated 
from the deposited metal; the gravi- 
metric determination of the sulphuric 
acid cannot, of course, be made use of 
to check the accuracy of the method, 
since any persulphuric acid would be 
transformed into barium sulphate.

The Electrolysis of Copper Sulphate 


Compared with the sodium carbon- 
ate, the errors are consistently high, 
and, although small, they point to a 
difference in the ratio of the sulphuric 
acid and the sodium carbonate, and 
not to an error in the ratio of the 
copper to the sulphuric acid. This dif- 
ference is due to a trace of moisture or 
impurity in the sodium carbonate. 

The great advantage of this method 
for the preparation of a standard acid 
to serve as a basis for acidimetry lies 
in the fact that it is dependent only 
upon the ratio of copper to sulphuric 
acid. The copper sulphate itself need 
not be weighed, and, therefore, the 
difficulty of obtaining a substance 
which can be dried without decomposi- 
tion, or without loss of water of crys- 
tallization, is avoided. It is only nec- 
essary that the sulphate is free from 
metals other than copper, and the de- 
gree of purity effected by two recrys- 
tallizations, as above, is ample to se- 
cure this. The accuracy of the method 
is really that of the actual titration. 
Compared with the hydrochloric acid 
gas absorption method, the electrolytic 
process is somewhat simpler and more 
easily carried out. On the other hand, 
it serves only as a basis from which 
the strength of other solutions may be 
determined, and not for preparing ac- 
tual standard solutions for use, as 


there is an obvious limitation to the 
quantity of solution that can be con- 
veniently prepared in this way.

Contribution to the Composition 


of Shale Naphtha.* 
BY BASIL STEUART, F. C. 58. 


The aim of this series of experiments 
was to determine what saturated hy- 
drocarbons are present in shale spirit. 
About 4 galls. of light naphtha was 
taken, sp. gr. 0.735 at 0°—4° C. (0.720 at 
60° F. by hydrometer). This was 
treated three times with about 10 per 
cent. of concentrated sulphuric acid, 
washed with water, and finally with 
caustic soda solution. This was to sep- 
arate the bulk of unsaturated hydro- 
carbons present, besides bases, phenols, 
ete. Our oil, being got from the dis- 
tillation of shale, contains more unsat- 
urated hydrocarbons than natural pe- 
troleum has. After drying over solid 
caustic soda the oil was distilled from 
an iron still with a still head of 10 
bulbs with wire gauze cups, collecting 
together for examination what came 
readily over under 105° C. This por- 
tion, little more than a gallon, partly 
freed from olefines, etc., as stated, was 
carefully fractionated eight times, us- 
ing a Le Bel-Henninger dephlegmator 
of six bulbs, the fractions being col- 
lected at varying range of temperature. 
The boiling points, the ratios of weight 
to temperature range, which gives the 
average quantity coming over for each 
degree, and a few specific gravities are 
given in Table I.

LINSEED CAKDB.—Holiday dullness 
has prevailed in the cake market, a few 
straggling orders summing up the bus- 
iness for the last week. Buyers and 
sellers are too far apart to give the 
market any activity, and as cake sold 
now cannot be expected to arrive on 
the other side earlier than Feb. 15 to 
March 15 it is not reasonable to sup- 
pose that foreign buyers are going to 
stock up at these prices with supplies 
that will not be available before the 
middle of their spring. Although the 
price of cake has declined $3 per ton 
from the top, no complaint can be 
raised by the crusher on the question 
of price, to-days market being much 
higher than in years past. Beside, 
cake is meeting with strong competi- 
tion from other feed stuffs, which is a 
considerable factor in fixing the prices, 
Linseed oil does not have to meet the 
competition with outside articles that 
cake does. The curtailment of output 
by some of the large interests is the 
main support of the market, which 
would undoubtedly decline if the usual 
amount of cake were being turned out, 
The price continues nominal at $24.50 
f. o. b. Chicago.

works with oil of vitriol and caustic 
soda, if done properly, there is no in- 
crease, but in general a decrease, and 
very often a large decrease, of spe- 
cifié gravity. 

To remove aromatic hydrocarbons, 
the separate fractions were shaken 
with a mixture of sulphuric acid and 
nitric acid (1.42 sp. gr.), washed re- 
peatedly with water, then with caustic 
soda solution, and fractionated, making 
in all nine fractionations, besides sev- 
eral during removal of the “olefines.” 
The results are given in Table II.; and 
for comparison there is given in Table 
III. the approximate boiling points and 
specific gravities of ordinary hydrocar- 
bons.

light specific gravities, points to the 
presence of, at least, a large propor- 
tion of paraffins; while the minimum 
values being about 50° and 81°, the 
boiling points of the principal naph- 
thenes, pentamethylene and hexa- 
methlyene point to the methylene com- 
pounds being in t more than small 
proportion. Russian oil, according to 
Markownikoff, gives maximum values 
at 64°, 73° (methylpentamethylene), 81° 


(hexamethylene), 91° and 102° (meth- 
ylhexamethylene). 
Iso-pentane and Normal Pentane 


(Methyltetra methylene?). — Fractions 
boiling between 30° and 45° (Table II.) 
were dried and also fractionated over 
sodium. The boiling points, in all 
cases reduced to 760 mm., the ratios of 
weight to temperature-range, and 
specific gravities, are given after 10 
fractionations in Table IV., and after 
45 fractionations in Table V.

The fractions 4 and 5 (Table V.) were 
shaken with strong sulphuric acid, then 
with nitric acid (1.42), then caustic 
soda, and finally washed repeatedly 
with water, and dried and fractioned 
over sodium, with the results given in 
Table VI.

The maximum value is about 36°, and 
the sp. gr. 0.6427. There can be little 
doubt that this is almost pure normal 
pentane, but still containing a little 
iso-pentane.

36). —_ 
small fractions boiling between 37° an 
45° (Table V., fraction 7) were frac- 
tionated- several times, and there ap- 
pears to be a maximum quantity which 
distils 38°—42°, but the quantity was 
too small for further investigation, sp. 

The rise 
in specific gravity and practically the 
same vapor density may be due to the

Pentamethylene (?).—A small frac- 
tion, boiling between 48° and 57°, after 
a few fractionations, was also too small 
to obtain a proper fraction, but the 
portion boiling frem 48°—54° had sp. gr.

0.6902 at 0°—4°, and vapor density I. 
40.0; II. 40.04. The specific gravity is 
much too high even for iso-hexane, 
which boils about 61°, and the vapor 
density, being low for a hexane, sug- 
gests the presence of a substance with 
a high specific gravity and a lower 
vapor density than hexane. Penta- 
methylene boils at 50°; sp. gr. 760; cal- 
culated vapor density 35. The specific 
gravity agrees to approximately three 
molecules of iso-hexane to one of pan- 
tamethylene; and the vapor density to 
two molecules of iso-hexane to one ot 
pentamethylene. 

Isohexane and Normal Hexane (and 
Methylpentamethylene?).—Fractions 3, 
4 and 5 (Table II.) dried and frac- 
tionated over sodium; the results after 
11 and after 15 fractionations are given 
in Table VII. and Table VIII.:

While the above shows an advance in 
the separation of iso-hexane from nor- 
mal hexane, and that normal hexane is 
in large proportion to the iso-hydrocar- 
bon, there also seems to be a tendency 
to separate a hydrocarbon of high 
specific gravity, but lower boiling point 
than iso-hexane; and one also of high 
specific gravity, but having a higher 
boiling point than normal hexane. The 
minimum specific gravity occurs about 
65° boiling point—and even that frac- 
tion is rather heavy for a mixture of 
iso- and normal hexane—and the 
specific gravity gradually increases in 
the lower and higher boiling fractions. 

Fraction 8, sp. gr. 0.7002, is much 
above the specific gravity of normal 
hexane (0.6769), and is possibly due to 


methyl-pentamethylene, boiling point, 


72°; sp. gr. 0°—4° C. 0.766. 

The vapor density of fraction 5 was 
determined I. 4.30, II. 42.5 (calculated 
for C,H,,43). 

Fractions 6 and 7 were mixed with 
fuming nitric acid and heated on the 
water-bath for about three days. This 
treatment should destroy all except 
normal paraffin. About equal volumes 
of acid and oil were used, the acid be- 
ing renewed once. The oil was then 
shaken several times with large vol- 
umes of sulphuric acid, then treated 
with caustic soda, and finally washed 
with water and dried over potash; the 
loss was equal to 34.5 per’ cent. by 
volume. Dried and fractionated twice 
over sodium it boiled within a degree. 

Normal hexane, prepared from pro- 
pylic iodide and sodium, boils at 68.95° 
sp. gr. 0°—4° C., 0.67697. The-slightly 
higher gravity obtained above may be 
due to a soluble nitro-compound, which 
seems to be present even after dsitilla- 
tion; or to moisture—the oil having 
been dried over a small piece of sodium 
when phosphorus pentoxide should 
have been used.

The acids formed by the action of 
fum. ¢ nitric acid on the hexane frac- 
tion re examined. These were sepa- 
rated trom the oil, diluted, and evapo- 
rated on water-bath. On coming near 
to dryness, a fair quantity of crys- 
tals was deposited, leaving an oily 
acid. The whole was washed with al- 
cohol, when the oily acid dissolved in 
the alcohol, leaving the crystals. The 
crystals separated from the alcohol by 
filtration were dissolved in water and 
recrystallized. They contained a small 
quantity of oxalic acid, which was 
separated as lime salt, and the bulk of 
the crystals proved to be succinic acid, 
melting point 183° (theoretical 186°). 
The alcoholic solution of oily acid 
smelled like acetic ether. Neutralized 
with ammonia a white crystalline salt 
separated, soft to the touch and con- 
taining only a trace of oxalate. The 
crystals were dissolved in water, acidi- 
fied with dilute nitric acid, the organic 
acids extracted with ether, and the 
ether solution evaporated. The acid 
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obtained was an almost colorless oily 
substance, with a strong smell rather 
like acetic acid, and answered to all the 
tests for propriemic acid. The acids 
present were, therefore, propionic and 
succinic, with a trace of oxalic. 

Hexamethylene (?).—A small fraction 
boiling 78°—88° was too small for 
further fractionation, but it had a spe- 
cific gravity of 0.7203, which is much 
higher tan any of the heptanes, and 
vapor density, I. 44.6, II. 44.3 (cale. for 
C,H,.=42; C,H,,=50). The work of 
Sydney Young, Markownikoff, and Ze- 
linsky make it probable this is hexa- 
methylene. Markownikoff obtained 
from Russian petroleum a larger frac- 
tion at 80°—82° than from the same 
range at any lower temperature. He 
proved this to be hexamethylene or 
hexahydrobenzene, 

Iso-heptane and Normal Heptane 
(and Methylhexamethylene?).—The re- 
sults obtained in the fractionation of 
the oils boiling between, say, 85°—100°, 
after removal of “olefines’’ and benzene 
homologues, are very much the same 
as those already described got from 
hexane fractions. There was no sub- 
stance of definite boiling point sepa- 
rated, but the results after 12 and after 
15 fractionations are given in Tables X. 
and XI,

It will be seen that the last three 
fractionations have made but slight 
advance in the separation of iso-hep- 
tane from normal heptane, and that 
the specific gravity of both are higher 
than that of the synthesised prod- 
uct. - Again, as in the case of 
the hexanes, the minimum specific 
gravity is about the mean boiling point 
of iso- and normal heptane, showing a 
tendency to separate a substance of 
heavier gravity than isoheptane but 
lower boiling point, and one of heavier 


gravity than normal heptane and 
higher boiling point. This may be due 
to the presence of hexamethylene 


(boiling point 80 degs.) and methyl- 
hexaniethylene (boiling point 101 degs). 
Seeing the lowest gravity is about 95 
degs. it is not likely the higher gravi- 
ties are due to dimethylpentamethylene 
(boiling point 94 degs.). The difficulty 
in separating isoheptane from normal 
heptane may be due to an isomer trie- 
thylmethane which boils at 96 degs. 
This isomer has not yet been identified 
in American or Russian petroleum. 

Vapor density of fraction 6 was found 
to be I. 49.65, II. 50.08 (calculated for 
C7H16=0, calculated for C7H14=48). 
Vapor density of fraction 3, I. 50.2, II. 
50.68. 

In Table XII. are gathered together 
the results after 15 fractionations, be- 
sides several distillations which were 
done with an ordinary still to get rid 
of the sulpho-compounds of the “ole- 
fines,’ and which helped the separation 
also. 

Benzene.—Allen, in the recent edition 
of his “‘Commercial Organic Analysis,” 
says of the benzene series in shale oil. 
“present only in minute amount, and, 
probably, often wholly absent.’’” The 
fractions of oil boiling between 60 degs. 
—75 degs. after “‘olefines’’ had been re- 
moved were separately shaken with a 
mixture of sulphuric and nitric (1.42) 
acids, as stated. before. When the 
action had ceased, and the mixture al- 
lowed to settle, three layers appeared, 
the uppermost composed of paraffin, 
the lowermost of mixed acids, and a 
thin layer of a heavy, oily, reddish 
liquid between. The paraffins are red- 
dened, and contain most of the mono- 
nitrobenzene in solution; the bulk of 
the dinitrobenzene is in the middle 
layer; the acids below contain nitro 
compounds in solution. The acids and 
the oily layer on it were separated, and 
poured into a large volume of water, 
when a yellow solid substance separ- 
ated out. This solid separated by fil- 
tration, washed with water to free it 
from acids, was recrystallized from al- 
cohol. Pale yellow flexible needles, 
melting point 89.5 degs.; boiling point, 
about 298 degs., with slight decompo- 
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sition; nitrogen, about 16 per cent.; 
showing this to be meta dinitrobenzene, 
melting point 90 degs., boiling peint 297 
degs., nitrogen 16.67 per cent. 

As further proof of benzene having 
been present, there was obtained as a 
residue on distillation of the paraffin 
after the nitration, a red olly substance, 
smelling strongly of mono-nitrobenzene, 
This, collected from the different frac- 
tions, was reduced in the usual way, 
and yielded aniline, which was proved 
by forming phenyl carbylamine, aniline 
black, and other characteristic tests. 

The greatest proportion of dinitroben- 
zene was obtained from fraction 70 
—75 degs (mostly 70—72 degs.); not 
much less was got from fraction §5—70 
degs.; that boiling between 60 degs. 
and 65 degs. gave only a very small 
quantity, and under 60 degs. gave no 
nitro-compounds; and 75—80 degs. 
yielded only a few crystals. The fact 
that benzene (boiling point 80 degs.) 
when mixed with hexane distils over 
far below its true boiling point has 
been proved by Prof. Sydney Young 
and Dr. Jackson. Working on Ameri- 
can petroleum, Young obtained the 
largest quantity of benzene (dinitro) 
from fraction 65—66 degs., and points 
out that this might be expected, this 
temperature being about the mean boil- 
ing point of iso and normal hexane, 
the boiling point of which is not af- 
fected by even considerable quantities 
of benzene. In the case of the Scotch 
oil, normal hexane was largely in ex- 
cess of the iso-paraffin, making the 
average boiling point considerably 
higher, and perhaps partly accounts 
for the point at which the maximum 
quantity of benzene distils over, being 
higher than that found by Young. The 
proportion of benzene to hexane being 
greater will also raise the temperature 
at which it distils over. 

As regards quantity, from fractions 
boiling between 55 and 75 degs., I ob- 
tained from 630 grms. of oil 33 grms. 
dinitrobenzene (besides a few grms. 
mononitro) that is 5.2 per 100 of paraf- 
fins, or about 2.6 per 100 of the original 
oil of this fraction. Markownikoff in 
one case got 3.4 per 100 in Russian 
petroleum. Young not quite 2 per 100 
in American petroleum. Benzene be- 
ing slightly soluble in and acted upon 
by strong sulphuric acid, there may 
have been some removed by the exces- 
sive treatments when removing the 
“olefines.”’ 

Toluene.—The fractions boiling be- 
tween 95 and 105 degs. after removal of 
“olefines’” were treated with a mixture 
of sulphuric and nitric acids, the mixed 
acids and the thin layer of heavy red 
oil which floated on their surface were 
poured into a large volume of water. 
A solid substance, and also a small 
quantity of a heavy liquid separated 
out. The solid was separated by fil- 
tration, washed with water, and crys- 
tallized from alcohol. The first crop 
of crystals was separated from the 
mother liquor, and the liquor diluted 
with water, when another crop of crys- 
tals was obtained. The first and sec- 
ond crops were separately recrystal- 
lized from alcohol, and both were hard, 
brittle, prismatic needles melting at 70 
—70.5 degs., nitrogen 14.5—15 per cent. 
(cale. for dinitrotoluene 15.3 per cent., 
melting point 70 deg.). 

The liquid compound, separated by 
means of ether, had a sp. gr. about 1.2. 
It was not fully tested, but it was prob- 
ably ortho and para-nitrotoluene. It 
has been pointed out by Young that 
toluene mixed with heptane distils over 
much below its boiling point. 

The largest proportion of dinitroto- 
luene was obtained from fraction 100— 
105 degs. A considerable-quantity from 
95—190 degs., but from 90—95 degs, only 
a few crystals were obtained. Under 
90 degs. and over 80 degs. gave no trace 
of nitro-compound, From 377 grms. oil 
free from “olefines’” then was obtained 
21 grms. dinitrotoluene, that is 6.5 per 
100, or about 2.5 per 100 of the original 
oil of this fraction,

It 
would be of great interest if we could 
compare the hydrocarbons in the crude 
oil from one retort with those from un.~ 
other retort, both working on the same 
shale; and also to compare the prod, 
ucts from one seam of shale with that 
of another, so as to determine its ani- 
mal or vegetable origin, etc. No work 
of this kind has been done.

practical questions to have time for 
purely scientific investigations. What 
we require are investigators inspired 
with a pure love of knowledge uncon- 
taminated with money-making aims. 
Have we any of these about our Scotch 
universities? If not, they should be 
created. A little compulsory education 
to the richer classes for one generation 
to give the thing a start is perhaps re- 
quired. 

Mr. Basil Steuart’s work was started 
some years ago, when methods were 
not so well defined as now. He had to 
make many preliminary experiments at 
all stages, so that it was difficult to 
keep the investigation approximately 
quantitative, and he was content to 
keep a firm grip of the paraffins alone. 
He commenced anew with larger quan- 
tities, and keeping all quantitative, but 
had to leave this country before the 
work was finished. He worked under 
difficulties, at odd moments, spare 
evenings, holidays, etc., and had put 
aside the notes of both series as of no 
interest. I, however, recovered what I 
could. In his second series to be frac- 
tionated without chemical treatment, 
and then treated the fractions. I give 
some of the results in the following 
table, combining some of the fractions 
which he worked separately :—

Our finished products have not been 
thoroughly examined, and very little, 
indeed, is known of the different series 
of compounds separated in the works 
by the treatments with sulphuric acid 
and with caustic soda. Not even at 
the low or more volatile end of the 
series have they been properly investi- 
gated; but oil-wotks chemists have 
many items of information, no doubt, 
if they would only give them. 

Friedrich Hensler has examined the 
fraction of Scotch paraffin oil boiling 
below 110 deg. C. He found paraffins, 
42 per cent.; naphthenes, 10 per cent.; 
aromatic hydrocarbons, 7.3 per cent.; 
olefines, 39 per cent. He proved the 
presence of benzene, toluene, metaxy- 
lene, and cumene, and the absence of 
naphthalene. The corresponding figures 
he obtained for Saxon lignite—of vege- 
table origin, therefore—were:—Paraf- 
fins, 16; naphthenes, 4; aromatic hydro- 
carbons, 45; and olefines, 31 per cent. 

In artificial petroleum, made by Eng- 
ler by distillation from fish oil, about 
two-thirds of the total products were 
paraffins. In addition to methane iz 
the evolved gases there were found 
pentane, hexane, heptane, octane, no- 
nane, and solid paraffin in the liquid 
distillate. Olefines formed about one- 
third of all, from amylene up to nony- 
lene. Naphthenes and aromatic hydro- 
carbons were in small amount. 

There has been a great deal of work 
done in recent times in regard to the 
composition of petroleum from many 
different localities, and by many dif- 
ferent chemists of eminence. Much is 
known, but much awaits the labors of 
the patient worker. Different* localities 
give different petroleums, Lately, for 
instance, in a Borneo petroleum, I ob- 
tained with open steam, at steam heat, 
a spirit of 0.854 sp. gr. Ordinary spirit 
is not above 0.750. In Borneo oil, is 
there much benzene, or what? 

There are two distinct types of pe- 
troleum, the American, the bulk of 
which belongs to the paraffin series, 
and the Russian, the bulk of which 
consists of naphthenes. 

~ 
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Pennsylvania petroleum is composed 
principally of saturated hydrocarbons 
of the paraffin series, with the benzene, 
naphthene, and other series in very 
small proportion, and with sulphur, 
oxygen, and nitrogen compounds in 
very minute quantities. There is about 
2 per cent. of solid paraffin. 

Ohio and Canadian petroleums con- 
sist principally of members of the par- 
affin series, and having two to three 
per cent. of solid paraffin. Napthenes 
and benzenes are in larger proportion 
than in Pennsylvanian petroleum. The 
olefine series exists in larger propor- 
tion also, in the refined products at 
any rate, but this may arise from de- 
composition during distillation. Sul- 
phur exists from % per.cent. to over 
1 per cent. in the crude petroleum, rep- 
resenting probably 5 or 6 per cent. of 
sulphur compound. In Ohio oil, Ma- 
bery and Smith found sulphides of 
methyl, ethyl, and other higher hydro- 
carbons of that series, but neither mer- 
captans or thiophenes, The problem to 
the refiner is how most easily to get 
rid of the sulphur compounds. A 
trace of sulphur in the burning oil re- 
duces the candle-power greatly, gives 
smell in burning, etc. 

Californian petroleum, according to 
Mabery, is a complex mixture of me- 
thylenes, benzene homologues, sulphur 
derivatives of the hydrocarbons, nitro- 
gen compounds, and oxygen com- 
pounds. There is 2 per cent. of nitro- 
gen, equivalent to at least 15 per cent. 
of nitrogen compounds. Napthalene is 
present in considerable quantity, and 
there are other allied hydrocarbons, 
and compounds in which these exist 
united to nitrogen, This petroleum 
gives the impression of animal mat- 
ter not yet quite converted into petro- 
leum. It is obtained from sands of 
Tertiary age. 

Russian (Caucasian) petroleum con- 
sists principally of naphthenes ana 
polynapthenes. Polynapthenes are two 
or more molecules of napthene com- 
bined into a complex molecule, and 
these are found in the heavy or lubri- 
cating proportion in refining, while the 
simple naphthenes are in the burning 
oil and spirit. Throughout all, there are 
paraffins and benzenes, but not in sig- 
nificant quantities, Oxygen compounds 
exist in small quantity. Alqohols and 
ketones are presumed to be present, 
and acids of different series are found, 
according to. Markownikoff from the 
acetic to the naphthenic. There is no 
solid paraffin, or very little. 

Galician crude oil, the next in im- 
portance to American and Russian, is 
mainly paraffin series hydrocarbons, a 
little olefine, some naphthene; and 
there are notable quantities of the 
benzene series, with benzene, toluene, 
xylene, and mesitylene present; and 
the spirit fraction of this petroleum is 
easily converted into benzenes by su- 
perheating the vapors in distilling. 

Solid paraffin to the extent of 12 per 
cent. is found in some petroleums from 
Burmah, and this is nearly as much as 
is got from crude shale oil in this coun- 
try. Native petroleum at Broxburn 
contains 12% per cent, solid paraffin. 
In Europe and Asia, petroleums are 
found both of ‘the Caucasian and Penn- 
sylvanian types, or combinations of the 
two. Along with petroleum there is 
generally associated natural gas, and 
also brine. Natural gas has often 90 
per cent. of marsh gas. 

The theories as to the formation of 
petroleums are numerous. Some au- 
thorities ascribe to them a pure min- 
eral origin. Petroleum regions are 
found to run in belts parallel with 
mountain ranges. One of Mendeleef’s 
suggestions is that when the moun- 
tains were upheaved, deep cracks were 
formed in the neighborhood by which 
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water got down to carbide of iron in | ties. It contained combined water, and 


the depths of the earth, and produced 
the petroleum. Some think that pe- 
troleum is a distillate from coal or 
shale. Some, that it is transformed 
vegetable matters; others, transformed 
animal matters; others again, organic 
matter of any kind, with or without 
the high temperature of distillation, 
Some ascribe it to the wax of aquatic 
or bog plants, others more definitely to 
the wax of bacillariaceae (diatoms) of 
bogs, of lakes, and of the ocean. Some 
think that petroleums travel great dis- 
tances in the earth; others, that it is 
always found just where it originated, 
Can the result of time on vegetable 
matter be coal; on animal matter, pe- 
troleum? Watson Smith extracted 
from Japan coal, with benzene, about 
10 per cent. of what was practically 
ready formed crude petroleum; but 
vegetable and animal remains are 
often deposited together. 

Petroleum is found in igneous rocks 
and lavas, and in sedimentary rocks 
from Silurian to newer Tertiary or 
later. In America it is found princi- 
pally in the Silurian and Devonian 
formations, which are very ancient 
geologically; and in the eastern hemis- 
phere in Eocene and Miocene, which 
are geologically quite modern, The 
best positions to find petroleum are in 
great flattened anticlinals, vast flat- 
tened wrinkles on the face of the earth, 
where a porous rock containing the 
petroleum is covered over with im- 
pervious strata which do not allow gas 
or oil to escape; and these accumu- 
late under great pressure at the high- 
est part of the wrinkle, until relieved 
by the bore, when the oil rises like a 
spring of water. In such a case the 
petroleum has traveled some distance 
from the place where it was originally 
formed. But it is found in other po- 
sitions than anticlinals, and _ these 
probably often in the place of origin. 
In such cases it often contains sulphur, 
supposed to be the sulphur of the orig- 
inal animal matter. Petroleum is often 
associated with limestone. 

In Pennsylvania we hear of great 
fields of anthracite coal, and in other 
parts of the same state petroleum is 
found. It suggests itself at once that 
the anthracite is the carbonized resi- 
due of the organic material from which 
the petroleum was distilled. Some 
geological authorities assure us, how- 
ever, that there is no connection be- 
tween the two; also, that sometimes 
there is a porous stratum above and 
another below, both charged with pe- 
troleum, while an intermediate porous 
stratum somewhere between the two 
is quite free from petroleum, and that 
this could scarcely be the case if it 
had come from a distance; and some, 
therefore, hold that petroleum is al- 
ways found just where it was formed. 
They assure us also that there has 
often been no high temperature to give 
ordinary destructive distillation, and 
that we may be certain that in many 
eases no higher a temperature than 
200 deg. C. has been involved. The 
formation of petroleum seems to re- 
solve itself therefore into a gradual 
rearrangement of the molecules of or- 
ganic matter at a gentle heat under 
great pressure, and taking perhaps 
ages for the reaction to complete it- 
self. When vegetable matter in the 
course of ages becomes converted into 
anthracite it must have been by the 
evolution of hydrocarbons, which must 
have gone somewhere, Once formed, 
it is readily conceivable how they could 
undergo condensation and polymerisa- 
tion into petroleum. 

Some years ago the oil manufacturers 
of this country had put before them, for 
use in refining fullers’ earth from 
Florida, which had remarkable proper- 


when powdered and heated gently over 
a fire in a basin, the powder went into 
violent ebullition just like a liquid 
while the moisture was escaping as 
steam. On filtering an oil through this 
material, the first part which came 
through was colorless, was much low- 
ered in specific gravity, and its bromine 
absorption was nil. There was a dis- 
tinct fractionation, therefore, of the 
hydrocarbons. The unsaturated hydgo- 
carbons were retained by the earth and 
could afterwards be obtained by treat- 
ing the earth with water. I thought 
this might help in the separating of the 
different series after ordinary fraction- 
ation by distillation, and might per- 
haps even help to separate easily de- 
composed hydrocarbons without being 
obliged to distill at all. I have never 
had time to carry out anything but pre- 
liminary experiments, but I have wishe 1 
for some time to have an opportunity 
to suggest the method to others as per- 
haps worthy of elaboration. It sug- 
gests also that petroleum forced slowly 
through the substance of the rocks by 
increased pressure at the source of pro- 
duction, will sometimes be fractionated 
and refined, and that where it has 
passed for some distance through suit- 
able materials, what has traveled fur- 
thest will be mostly saturated hydro- 
carbons. While I was merely consider- 
ing these things, one other man at least 
has been working, 


At the recent Petroleum Conference 
in Paris, Dr. David T. Day, of the 
United States Geological Survey, pro- 
posed to fractionate petroleum by filtra - 
tions through fullers’ earth, and stated 
that he is carrying on experiments with 
hope of success, The necessity for frac- 
tional distillation jin the analysis of 
petroleum would thus disappear. 

When coal or petroleum is created in 
nature from vegetable or animal mat- 
ter, with air shut out by layers of sedi- 
mentary mineral materials and water. 
marsh gas and other gases are given 
off just as marsh gas is given off in 
the bogs. Whence the gas of coal 
mines and the gas associated with pe- 
troleum. The gas accumulates under 
the impervious arch of the anticlinals. 
and the great pressure probably helps 
the condensation of the molecules, But 
the strata are not always impervious, 
and often, I have no doubt, the gases 
pass through the various strata until 
they reach the surface with little con- 
densation into petroleum. The gases 
accumulate in old wells sometimes, and 
other cavities in the earth. In passing 
through the strata they have a reduc- 
ing action and play their own part in 
making sulphureted hydrogen and 
probably sulphur from the sulphates, 
and such like actions, There is no sul- 
phate in the brine associated with pe- 
troleum./ In our own district of Brox- 
burn if a bore were sunk long ago 
water would well up often along with 
much gas. The gas was combustible 
and had no smell. Afterwards, when 
the water was drained away by the 
mineral workings in the neighborhood, 
and the bore-hole covered with soil, the 
soil acquired the smell of a choked sew- 
age drain, and contained sulphureted 
hydrogen. For some years, not long 
ago in the Broxburn district, the farm- 
ers’ crops were considerably damaged 
by the escaping gases. Long, narrow 
stripes through the cornfields became 
barren, the corn only growing three 
inches or four inches and acquiring 
a peculiar scorched purplish appearance 
at the tips of the leaves. This occurred 
when there were no workings near, 
but where, as I think was the case, 
certain waterlogged strata below had 
been drained by the mines at some dis- 
tance, and the gas under pressure be- 
low had escaped to the surface where

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the most porous rocks came near the 
surface. At one spot where I was told 
a witch had been burned, the corn was 
seorched in this way, and the soil 
smelled like a choked gutter.

The oxygen of the air had been ab- 
sorbed. These observations suggested 
many experiments which I never had 
time to carry out. I was surprised to 
find these natural gases had such a 
powerful reducing action. What gas 
has most influence? Have saturated 
hydrocarbons a reducing action? And 
could sulphates be reduced to sulphur 
by these earth gases? 


Soda coke from our stills, which con- 
tains sulphur, sometimes takes fire 
spontaneously on getting a shower. 
Also our spent shale under the influ- 
ence of moisture takes fire spontane- 
ously below, and sublimes sulphur in 
beautiful crystals on the cool surface of 
the heap. Heaps 30 years old some- 
times gently ignite in this way. 


Petroleum sometimes contains about 
1 per cent. of sulphur in combination. 
I think that will probably be the natu- 
ral sulphur of the original animal mat- 
ter, and probably the petroleum that 
contains it has not traveled far from 
the place of its genesis. Sometimes pe- 
troleum is nearly free from sulphur. 
This probably has traveled for some 
distance through minerals that have 
absorbed the sulphur from it and left it 
pure. In other cases petroleum, besides 
the sulphur that it has in combination 
(its own original sulphur, probably), 
has free sulphur dissolved in it as well. 
This free sulphur I think it has prob- 
ably acquired from the earth it has 
passed through. The gases would re- 
duce the sulphur from the sulphates of 
the rocks, and the petroleum would 
dissolve up the sulphur which it has 
thus itself created from extraneous ma- 
terials in its travels. If this is the case, 
petroleum is not always improved by 
its natural filtration through the rocks. 


The most fashionable theory at pres- 
ent as to the origin of petroleum, par- 
ticularly in Germany, is that it comes 
from animal matter, Engler and others 
holding that all the animal except the 
fat decomposes away, and that only the 
fat remains to enter into our reaction 
to give petroleum. Where in nature do 
such accumulations of animal matter 
take place? Engler points to the lake 
opposite Baku on the Caspian Sea, the 
Karaboghaz or Black Gulf, a circular 
water of about 90 miles in width, con- 
nected with the Caspian by a narrow 
passage 150 yards wide and 5 feet deep. 
Into this great lake the Caspian wat- 
ers enter and are evaporated. There 
is no return current and the salts ac- 
cumulate, and the solution gets dense. 
Myriads of living beings enter with the 
water to be killed at once by the brine. 
Their bodies fall to be preserved in salt 


for the future manufacture of petro- | 


leum. This seems to explain why pe- 
troleum is generally accompanied by 
brine. In ordinary cases without the 
salt, the dead animals would before 
long be resolved into gases and be dis- 
sipated. Have the chlorides any influ- 
ence in making the reactions go in the 
right direction, and in building up the 
complex molecules? In the great quiet 
valleys in the depths of the Black Sea, 
the waters are charged with sulphur- 
eted hydrogen, so that all living things 
that enter die, to add to the accumulat- 
ing putrescent matter, and to add to 
the death-giving power of the water. 
So nature seems ever busy somewhere 
collecting materials on a grand scale 
for the future manufacture of petro- 
leum. 

In our own neighborhood at Brox- 
burn we have examples in small of 
much that exists on a gigantic scale 
elsewhere, We have, besides the plen- 
tiful natural gas, porous strata charged 
with petroleum, and having brine as- 
sociated with it. We have springs of 
sulphuretted hydrogen water. We have 
ozokerite in the veins of the sandstone 
rock at Binny Quarry, and we have 
intrusive igneous rock at Albyn, Brox- 
burn, with cavities containing a light-

| building up of 
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colored semi-solid hydrocarbon. We 
have shale carbonized by whinstone, 
but whether the crude petroleum not 
far away is its distillate or not, we 
must let the geologists say. I think 
natural gas and petroleum exist every- 
where in greater or lesser proportion 
in all sedimentary strata. 


Although decaying animal matter 
may be the principal source of petro- 
leum, no doubt pure chemical reac- 
tions of inorganic substances take part 
in the production of hydrocarbons also. 
In volcanoes we have free hydrochloric 
acid given off, and sometimes free sul- 
phuric acid, and if these come in con- 
tact in the earth with iron containing 
carbide, hydrogen will be produced and 
hydrocarbons. In voleanic gases we 
get hydrogen and hydrocarbons, and in 
the lava we have petroleum. These 
could be produced from organic mat- 
ter sinking into the heat, but we must 
recognize that mineral matters may be 
present that could produce them. In 
everyday life now we have water acting 
on calcium carbide to give acetylene 
gas, This gas also may be produced in 
the bowels of the earth, where, under 
accumulating pressure from its own 
production, it can supply its own heat 
to create denser and more complex 
molecules, which would be petroleum. 
Acetylene readily yields itself to the 
large complex mole- 
cules, and sometimes even at ordinary 
temperatures. Berthelot found that 
acetylene dissolved in petroleum spirit, 
and heated to 200 deg. C., was con- 
verted into benzine. Have we not here 
an agent that would help to produce 
petroleum from mineral matter? 


What is the cause of one petroleum 


| being made up of paraffins, another of 


naphthenes? Is it on account of differ- 
ence in origin, or is it a matter of 
pressure, or temperature, or geological 
age? Are ozorkite and bitumen a first 
step in the natural manufacture of pe- 
troleum, or the last? There is still 
much for chemists and geologists to 
make out. At present we have a great 
mass of facts, but I feel as if there 
were a lack of unifying principle to 
connect them. Perhaps sufficient facts 
are accumulated to display the philoso- 
phy of the subject if the proper man 
would take it up.

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Fuel Value of California Petroleum. 


Under the auspices of the California 
State Mining Bureau has been pub- 
lished Bulletin No. 19, the result of 
research by W. L. Watts, E. M., con- 
cerning the oil and gas yielding forma- 
tions of California. 

The bulletin shows that the ultimate 
analyses of samples of oil from Cali- 
fornia and the Eastern States compare 
as follows:—

An examination of the foregoing 
table shows that in the California oils 
the content of carbon as compared to 


that of hydrogen is greater than it Is / 


in oils from Eastern States. Dr. Sa- 
lathe says: “The refining of the crude 
California oils is not an easy task, and 
they require refining methods different 
from those practiced with Eastern or 
Russian oils. The complicated nature 
of this class of asphaltic crude oils 
necessitates complete elimination of all 
unstable hydrocarbons by inexpensive, 
practical processes. Another great dif- 
ference exists between specific gravi- 
ties of Eastern oil distillates and those 
of California oils. Viscosity of distil- 
late or reduced stock being equal, the 
gravities are from 5 deg. to 6 deg. B. 
lower in California oil fractions than 
in those of Eastern oils. Flash and 
fire tests are from 10 deg. to 30 deg. F. 
lower In California oil distillates than 
in Eastern distillates of the same 
gravity.”

The bulletin continues: ‘The extrac. 
tion of pyridine bases with dilute sul- 
phurie acid should be done before the 
redistillation of the distillates, as the 
treatment of those distillates with con- 
centrated sulphuric acid will otherwise 
form certain sulpho-conjugated prod- 
ucts, which, during the washing proc- 
ess with water and alkali, decompose 
and re-enter into solution with the re- 
fined products.” 

“The petroleum of the FEasterr 
States is composed principally of hy- 
drocarbons of the paraffine series. As 
previously mentioned, by far the great- 
er portion of the Carlifornia oil is used 
for fuel, and that in a crude state. It 
is the general opinion of those who use 
oil as a fuel that, weight for weight, 
there is not much difference between 
the fuel value of oils of different spe- 
cific gravities, provided the oils are 
clean, or a suitable allowance is made 
for water and dther foreign substances 
which they contain.

value for use in gasoline engines. 
Those who have made comparative 
| tests of California and Eastern gaso- 
line in gasoline engines claim a supe- 
riority for the California product, 

“As might be expected from the fore- 
going statements concerning the rela- 
tive composition of petroleum from the 
Eastern States and the asphaltic oil of 
California, illuminating oil manufac- 
tured in this State contains more car- 
bon and less hydrogen than does illu- 
minating oil manufactured from East- 
ern petroleums. The result is that, 
when burned under similar conditions, 
California oil gives a more smoky flame 
than does oil manufactured from East- 
ern petroleum. This is due to the fact 
that it requires more oxygen to effect 
the complete combustion of carbon than 
it does to consume hydrogen. 

“There is no doubt that as time goes 
on, more use will be made of the con- 
stituents of our asphaltic oils in chem- 


ical manufacture.”

States amount to only a few hundred 
bales, while large quantities have been 
shipped to Bombay, Calcutta and other 
Asiatic ports, The consumption of 
cloves in Asiatic countries of late years 
has been running from 42,000 bales to 
60,000 bales per annum. It is therefore 
safe to say that the average consump- 
tion in that part of the world amounts 
to about 50,000 bales, The present crop 
will barely exceed 45,000 bales, There- 
fore the whole crop will not be suffi- 
cient for the Asiatic demand. Sales 
were made for Europe 
States during last Spring and Summer 
for shipment from Zanzibar of new 
crop positions, which had to be covered 
in the country of production. There 
where shipped out of this present crop 
about 12,500 bales to the United States 
and Europe, so that, roughly speaking, 
there are only about 32,500 bales left 
for the requirements of Asiatic coun- 
tries. This condition has had the effect 
of forcing Bombay and Calcutta im- 
porters to go to Europe for some of 
their requirements, especially as the 
price in Zanzibar was forced up through 
their purchases to a figure which en- 
abled the Eastern importers to buy 
at about or a little below the parity 
of the Zanzibar market in London and 
Holland. The purchases which were 
made have been effected quietly through 
London brokers, and quite a fair inter- 
est for the Eastern account has thus 
been accumulated without letting the 
sellers know who the actual buyers 
were, This fact recently leaked out 
when Bombay merchants inquired for 
large blocks of cloves in the Holland 
market, and the London bears, since 
they became aware of the source of 
buying, have tried to cover their short 
for future deliveries, but they 
encountered the difficulty of re-

Saturday Evening, January 5, 1901. 

The year has not yet fairly opened, 
though the outlook bids fair for a large 
business during the year. Makers of 
alkali and caustic soda already are 
well sold up, in fact several of them 
will have very little surplus stock to 
offer before later in the year. The last 
year, as a whole, was a prosperous one 
for the domestic makers, even though 
it was broken by a presidential elec- 
tion, which usually has a depressing 
influence upon general trade, 
year was an exception. As noted in 
our last domestic makers of sal soda 
reduced prices and a further reduction 
is possible should the present competi- 
tion continue. Bleach on the spot is 
rather quiet as last year’s contracts 
have about all arrived. New business 
for this year, however, has been good, 
and a large business already has been 
done at the advanced price. Chlorate 
of potash and other potashes have been 
rather quiet. Nitrate of soda is higher 
on the coast, but no change as yet in 
spot values. Brimstone is firmer for 
shipment, but speculators are still sell- 
ing at lower prices. Arsenic and blue 
vitriol are both fairly active and prices 
are hardening. The other light chemi- 
cals and acids show few changes as de- 
tailed below. 

Heavy Chemicals. 


ALKALI.—The firm tone of the mar- 
ket noted in our previous issues con- 
tinues, and with further reduction in 
the output of domestic high test, result- 
ing from free selling on the part of 
some makers who are well sold up for 
this year. Prices are constantly show- 
ing a hardening tendency. The contract 
deliveries for consumption during De- 
cember were the largest for many 
years past, and January bids fair to 
exceed that month. There have been 
further sales for next year at 80@85c. 
f. o. b. works. Second-hand parcels 
have all been cleaned up with the De- 
cember deliveries. In this section 
there is a fair jobbing demand for 
prompt at 80@8ic. f. o. b. works, and 
from store at 90@95c., as to make an 
seller. 


BICARB SODA.—Since the year 
opened there has been an improved 
home demand, and large sales have 


been made of ordinary at 1%c., and for 
extra grades at 34@3%éc. f. o. b., less 
the usual discount terms. Rather more 
inquiry in an export way, but freights 
are still against us. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—There is still a 
searecity of stocks of high test for 
prompt delivery, as many of the do- 
mestic makers are well sold up for 
several months to come. Sales have 
been made of several round lots for de- 
ivery over the year at 1.85c. f. 0. b. 
works, with bids of 1.82%c. f. 0. b. 
works declined for January and Feb- 


ruary. At the close 1.85@1.90c. f. o. b. 
works was generally asked. Second- 
hand parcels have about disappeared 


from the market, though in this sec- 
tion they are jobbing from store at 
1.90@1.95c., as to test and seller. There 
is more demand for powdered and 
prices in consequence are firmer at 
2%@3%\%c. f. o. b., less the usual dis- 
count terms, as to test, make and quan- 
tity. 

SAL SODA.—Since the reduction of 
price by domestic makers, as noted in 
our last, competition has broken out 
afresh and while 50c. f. o. b. works or 
60c. in this section, delivered, is named, 
less the usual discount terms, buyers 
are still holding off for lower prices 
and only buy to cover current wants. 
No reduction has been made in con- 
centrated, which is meeting with the 
usual demand for “Arm and Hammer” 
at 1.40@1.50c. f. 0. b., less the usual dis- 
count terms. Foreign is dull at 65c. 
for January shipment. 

MONOHYDRATE CRYSTALS.—The 
usual winter dullness prevails, though 
more inquiry is reported for spring de- 
livery. Values remain steady at 1.40@ 
1.50c., and for “Snowflake” at 1c.

terms, 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The arrti- 
vals of the December contracts have 
been rather free, in consequence of 
which prices have eased off at 1.80@ 
1.85¢., as to make, quantity and seller. 
There has been a good business done 
in this year’s contracts, which so far 
are in excess of last year for the same 
period. Prices are firm for Liverpool 
makes, at 2@2.10c., and Continental at 
1.90c., as to terens of sale. 

Acids, 

ACETIC.—Further new business is 
reported for this year, in addition to 
regular contract deliveries, at 1%c. and 
upward, as to test, quantity and deliv- 
ery point. 

MURIATIC.—Same conditions pre- 
vail as have existed for several months 
past. Makers are well sold up for this 
year, at regular prices of 1.20c. and up- 
ward, as to strength and quantity. 

OXALIC.—Rather more demand is 
reported for spot, and nearby parcels 
at 54%@6c., as to make and quantity. 
Nothing new in forward contracts, as 
buyers and sellers are still apart. 

TARTARIC.—The usual jobbing de- 
mand prevails for this season of the 
year. Owing to competition, buyers are 
only taking such lots as current needs 
require, at 29@29%%c. for crystals, and 
30@3014c. for powdered, less the usual 
discount terms. 

SULPHURIC.—The volume of busi- 
ness so far done for this year’s deliv- 
ery is far in excess of any previous 
year for a long time past. The con- 
tract deliveries for December were far 
in excess of those for 1899, and the 
amount so far delivered this month 
would indicate a further increase.

The market has been somewhat irreg- 
ular this week and for the first few 
days disappointing to sellers so far as 
regards the demand. There was a sen- 
timental steadiness last Friday when 
the Argentine shipments proved to be 
only 4,500 qrs. and 3d. advance was 
asked, but buyers did not rise to the 
occasion and the day’s results came 
short of expectations. Subsequently a 
firmer tone asserted itself for new crop 
Calcutta and La Plata, supported by a 
little more inquiry; but the business re- 
sulting has all along been limited. The 
rally in the demand is principally due 
to the absence of first hand offers of 
the latter seed, while former holds out 
attraction to buyers from the large dis- 
count compared with old crop.

While there is a fairly good all- 
round fecling it is yet too early tu 
realize the sanguine prediction of an 
active market after the turn of the 
year. Trade has been quiet through- 
out and except with consuming indus- 
tries, which are always liable to short- 
ages and compelled to buy in limited 
quantities to tide over, there is no 
business doing worth speaking of. 
Jobbers and wholesalers generally 
have not yet got through with their 
yearly reckonings, and until! they do 
the volume of trade must be restricted. 
With the exception of prussiate of soda 
which is easier and about a half cent 
lewer, there are no quotable changes 
to note in the price current list? 
Holders of stocks, however, make no 
effort to force a market by making 
concessions. In fact, unless the cut 
was a deep one, it is doubtful if such 
a course would result in business, for 
neither consumers nor wholesalers are 
in a mood to take on stocks. Gambier 
continues steady, and is slightly higher 
for steamer shipment, but store 
stocks are quoted without change. 

ALBUMEN.—The general quiet of 
the dye market is reflected in albumen, 
both egg and blood, and the few trans- 
actions that go through have been 
limited to small lots to meet current 
needs. There is no anxiety on the 
part of holders, however, to make con- 
cessions, and in sympathy with condi- 
tions in the primary markets, prices 
are firm and might advance but for 
the quiet demand. As yet there is 
little feature in the market and prices 
are without change-from former .uo- 
tations of 54@65c. for egg and 16%@ 
19c, for blood. 

ANILINE OIL.—In keeping with 
the quiet condition of affairs, demand 
for aniline oil is slow and confined to 
limited quantities.

FUSTIC.—We note no change in the 
condition of the market, which con- 
tinues to move in the same quiet way 
which has prevailed for some time 
past.

GAMBIER.—There is but little in- 
quiry for spot goods, as usual at this 
season, but the position of the market 
is gradually reaching a more interest- 
ing state, as the visible supply for the 
United States is growing smaller. The 
store stocks at New York and Boston 
on Jan. 1 were estimated to be 13,000 
and 200 bales, respectively. The steam- 
er Anapa is now in port New York 
with 4,050 bales, 75 per cent. of which 
has been sold and will pass directly 
into the hands of consumers. The bal- 
ance will likely be taken from the 
dock, and is at present held at 4c. 
There are some 19,500 bales all told 
afloat for New York, made up of 500 
bales upon a steamer due in January 
and still undeclared, 2,500 on another, 
also undeclared, due in February; 8,000 
bales on the sailer Strathisla, due in 
March, and 3,000 on the sailer Rose 
Innes, due in April. The sailer Free- 
man, too, is due in Boston in February 
with 3,000 bales, The total visible sup- 
ply to May 1 is therefore but 39,750 
bales for the United States, as against 
58,000 at the same time last year and 
84,000 bales on Jan. 1, 1899. The arriv-
